Trip to the Moo n, ^c, 

CHAP. I. 

Coataittins an Account of the Author'j Deficit to travel. 
His going to Sea. His Arrival at Teneriffe. His 
Afcent to the Peak. His being taken up by a iVbirl' 
mnd. S'be Manner of bis 'Journey towards the 
Moon. Some KefleSiions made by the Way. His 
Arrival at the Moon, and wbat happened thereupon. 

O fatisfy 3 violent Inclination which I 
always had to fee foreign Countries, and 
being incapacitated by my Circunaftances 
to travel barely for the Improvement of 
my Mind, I thought it moft advifeable 
to turn Sailor j and in purfuance to my 
DeGgn, I bound wy felf to one fames Jnder/im, Ma- 
tter of the B-«»«er, a Veflel of about 75 Tun, (tho* 
the Cufiom-Houfe had it but 70) belonging to Dublin^ . 
in the Year 1718. This I did againft the Will of 
my Mother, my Father being dead a little before, of' 
which I have many Times lince repented, and ob- . 
ferv'd, that thofe who will not be direfted by their 
Parents, meet with ill Succefs in their Underralungs. 
On the 6th of June 1718, we fet fail for the Ca- ' 
nariest being loaden with Beef, Butter, Cheefe, 
Candles and Soap, and in a few Hours got clear of 
the Land. But here I cannot but mention the fad 
Condition my Mother was in at our parting ; Ihe ac* 
companled me to the Side of the Veflel, and there," 
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With abundance of Tears, reprefented to me the 
Dangers of the Sea y but finding it was too late to 
detail me^ fttpJwQdn'd id my Arms. I then began 
to wiih my felf free, and could not forbear ihedding 
fome Tears. The Captain who was prcfent at this 
Interview, being afraid my Mother's Tears would 
move him fo much as to part with me^ lik^ ^ gbod 
Man that wou*d avoid Temptation, went down to 
bis Cabbin, and gave Orders to bring me aboard by . 
force. His Orders were obey'd, and my Mother 
was left as dead upon the Shore. I had no fooner 
got aboard, but I was fet about fome of the hardeft 
Work of the Ship, and was comforted by being told 
. St would make me forget my Mother. This I bore 
very patiently, having no Body to accufe but my 
felf for my Sufferings. The Reader muft excufe me 
if in this Voyage 1 do not give him an Account of 
our Courfes, fince I being unacquainted with failing, 
and fully griev'ct fpr my Mother, did not much mind 
them. 

On the I2th oi Atiguft following, wcf attiv'd at 
^eneriffej being driven thither by ftrefs of Weather, 
for our ibefign was to land at Pahna^ to take in Su-; 
gar J we got into Santa Cruz Bay, which is to the 
North Ealt of the Ifland, and rode in 1 7 Fathom of 
Water. The Storm continued fpr fome Days after 
we had providentially caft Anchor ; during which 
T^ime, my Curiofity and B^aflmefs prompted me to 
afcend the Peak. 

, My Converfation with Sailors, and their Reports, 
had given me fuch ftrange and plealing Ideas of re-, 
mote Countries, during my ftay in Dublin^ efpecially 
sot^eneriffe^ (altho' they vary'd a little in their Com- 
putations 5 and many, I am perfuaded, have affirm'd 
tfiat they have been at the Top of the Mountain, 
when they never were within 1000 Leagues of the 
Ifland) that 1 refolv'd to be an Eye-wirnefs of what 
I iiad heard. 

' the 
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The next Morning, I began to prepare for my in- 
tended Journey, juft as the Sun was above the Horizon. 
I haften'd Breakfaft as much as I couM, and after I 
Aifted my felf I begg'd the Afliflance of two of the 
Sailors to fet me on Shore, which I obtained, on Con* 
dition that f wou'd divide whatever I got, with them. 
I confented and. was fet on Shore. 

I was no fooner landed, than I began ferioufly to 
refleA on my folly, (then not hearing the Noife of 
the Seamen, or Curfes of my Matter)* Iremember^4 
tny Mothers warnings, but above all her fwooning: 
My Maker's fair Promifes before I was his Servant, 
^nd hi^hard Ufage after, which made me often wiih 
my felf at home, and reckcm my Stripes as my De* 
ferts. I went on thus melancholy, till I perceivM mj 
ielf to afcend the Hill, and then I bent my fj^tf 
wholly upon confirming what I had heard ; but to my 
^reat fiirprize, I found fcarce one Word I had heard 
to be true, except that the Mountain is very high, it 
is certain that it is very large too, and that many may 
h^ve afeended it ; but then they may have afcended 
by diAbr^nt Ways, arid fome may have met with more 
inequalities In their afcent than others, which may 
have oecafion'd a Difference in their Accounts of it$ 
Height. I was wholly unprovided with Inftniments 
to take its Altitude, having brought nothing along 
with me, but a Bottleof Brandy, a Piece of Cheefe^ 
and ft few Bifeuits. I only obfer/d, that I was j:$ 
times weary In my afcent; by which given Number^ 
if my Health and habit of Body were now the fame, 
1 could eafily find out the Number fought for, viz. 
the Height of it. For by going up and down any 
Momitain of a moderate Height, till I was ^6 times 
weary, and by finding out a mean Proportional be^ 
tweenalcendingand defcending^and by making allows 
anees fbr Trips and Stumbles, and the Storm, I hum* 
bly conceive, an ordinary Mathematician may mea.- 
fiirc the Height of the Peak of ^cnerife. 

With 
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With much difficulty I got within fight of the Top ^ 
of the Mountain, ( I mean fo as to fee every Part of* 
it diftinftly ) where I fat down to refrelh my felf. I 
puird out a Bifcuit and held it in my left Hand, 
whilft I employed my right in fearching for myCheefe ; 
but the Wind was fo violent that it blow'd away half 
my Bifcuit as if it had been a Waf^r, which obliged 
me to hold my Head between my Legs, while I £at 
what I thought proper s but I am not certain to this 
Day, whether the Bifcuit was crack'd or not. At 
length I arrived at the very Summit of the Mountain, 
where I was oblig'd to difcharge by Vomiting what I 
had lately eaten, that purer Air being very difagreeable 
to my grofs Conftltution ; this ma^e me think very 
meanly of my felf, who in my own Country was con- 
ftantly complaining of clofe and foggy Weather; 
when I found that fuch a Place was no more 6t for 
me to breathe in, than Heaven is for habitual Sinners, 
if they might be permitted to go there without Re- 
pentance* 

Wbilft I was thus meditating on my own corrupt 
Nature, a fudden Whirlwind came, that rais'd me 
from the Place I flood on j Ifuppofe, that by Vomi- 
ting, (for it was very violent) I had increaisM the 
bulk of my Body, by thefwelling of its Parts in my 
convulfive Motions ^ fo that it then became equal to 
more columns of Air than it was equal to before my 
Vomiting ^ befides it was become lighter by the dil- 
charge I had made, which might alone produce what 
foUowM. For fince we know that Veflels at a Key 
ftoat or lye adrift as the Tide romes in, or goes out, 
and learned Men have given us this Reafon for it^ 
viz. That at high Water, the fubjacent columns of 
Water are greater, or at leaft equal to the Bulk and 
Weight of the Veflel, and at low Water the contra* 
ryj it follows, that there muft be a certain quantity of 
Water, lefs than which wou*d not be able to fuft^in a, 
Body of a certain Weight and Magnitude. This may be 
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eafily apply'd, by confidering that Air and Water areT 
both Fluids, and differ only in their Denfity, andfome* 
ether Properties which I have no occafion to mention j 
fo that it is probable in the laft Degree, that my Body 
became then fo proportionate to the fubjacent columh* 
of Air, that it eafily fuftain'd me. Or admitting, not- 
granting, that this will not clearly account for it, I 
can yet have recourfe to the Storm, which was then 
the Occafion of the continued Motion of my Body.' 
But leaving fuch Difquifitions to the Learned, and- 
confefEng my own Weaknefs in attempting any thing^ 
of this Kind, I Ihall proceed' to relate what happened 
in my Voyage to the MooUj (for fo I may call it^ 
having already hinted at the Analogy between Air^ . 
and Waten After I had been raisM from the Mpun^ 
tain, I was carried at fuch a rate for a while, that I 
almoft loft my Breath j but the Force of the WhirP 
wind gradually abating, my Paflage became moref 
eafy, till I came to a Place of Refting. This was a 
Space between the Vortices of the Earth and Moon^ 
where the Attraftion of neither prevailed, but the? 
contrary Motions of their EflBluvia deftroy'd onC 
another; • , . i 

Here I began to loolc about- me, and deplore nby^ 
Condition ; 1 feared that when my Prqvifion was con^ 
fum'd, (for that I happened to'have keptj being l)et^ 
ter feciir*d than my Hat, which had been biowriaway,^ 
I muft inevitably die with Hunger, tho'I wei'efecure 
from being cruflii'd by faHing to either of the Planets J 
But my Pride foon prevailed over this defponding 
Humour, when I confider*d my Circumftances in a-, 
nother light I began to think I was too good for thcJ 
Society of Mortals, which 'Opinion I'was encouragM 
in, by calling to mind every Aftion which I thought 
ihou*d be rewarded, throwing the bad Ohes entirely' 
out of the Account : So that I now fancied my felf 
made a Sfar, and that as my Body was to give Light' 
to Men*^ Eyes, fo my A'iftions which T accounted 
%dody i^ere to be fet as an Example th!6Y'<Ko>\*^\^xk:* 
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tfite. And altho^ upon fun'cying my felf, I found no* 
thing Luminous about roe, yet I was perfuaded thofe 
9n Earth wouM think otherwife, and that I was ren- 
dered incapable of perceiving it my felf at that Tirae^ 
left being confcious of it I mou'd become too haughty 
and unfit for that exalced Station. But then I began 
toconfider, whether I might not derive the Light which 
J thought I gave from the Sun^ and by the Motion of 
my Arms,and flowing of my Hair5be taken for a Comet* 
]Put this I rejefted as erroneous, and wou'd not be ob» 
lig*d to the Sun for his Rays, fo that I refolved to be in** 
dependent, and model my Courfe by my own Reafon. 
This I inftantly fet about, and refolving to be fingular j 
md make People gaze at me, I intended to move from 
S. S. E. to N. N. W. and to perform but one Rcvolu* 
tion in a royal Period, whether it happened to be long 
or {hort, fo that I might be confulted about the Fate of 
a King, tho' I knew nothing of the Matter. 

FleasM with thofe imaginary Profpe^s, and being 
well refted, I began to ftir, and put my Projefts in Ex- 
ecution ; but this I found fo difficult by means of the 
contrary Attraftions, that my former defponding Hu- 
mour retum'd with an addition of Malice and Envy. 
I faw that I muft Die, and perhaps never be beard of 
if I continued where I was, fo that I ftrove with all 
my might, to throw my felf back to the Earth, hoping 
1^ might kill fome Body by my Fall, whofe Friends 
wou'd fpread abroad my Fame, tho^ ignorant of my 
Intentions. To compafs this, after much Labour, I re-* 
movM my felf fomewhat farther from the Verge of the 
Barth*s Atmofphere, intending to fall with the greater 
Hapidity, and bring certain Death to any Mortal I 
i^u'd chance to light on. But this I m^u'd never 
have any hopes of obtaining, had it not been that a; 
Cloud full of Hail was driven towards me by: the 
Whirlwind. I laid hold on the Opportunity, aiHtput*' 
ting both n^y Hands againft it, by all Strengths I 
caus'd it to\re^a£t upon me as much aa I aSled upo& 
If I &> tbar I wa^ quickly removed into the Sph^ e^

the Motm^i AttraAion, more than I intended; for tw6 
thirds of my Body being attracted by the Mocm^ the 
reft foon followed, fo that I was carried with incre^ 
dible fwiftnefs, which ftill increased in my falltowardi 
that Planet 

It was my good Fortune to fall into a Fifli-pond^ 
which our {harp<-iighted Philolbpher^ miftake for a Pare 
of the Sea, and call it Sinus Rarum s but I hope thef 
will not be fo bold as to deny what I fay^ fince they 
M confefs that they never were there. It is call'din 
the Language of the Moon Bnigg-S^uqns becaufe it bci* 
longs to the King of ^tpis. By good Fortune the 
King's Fiflierman was angling tor the Diverllon of 
fome of the Court, when I fell into the Pond, and the 
book which was tied to his Line, got into one of my 
Button<*hole$, fo that he was oblig'd either to draw 
me out, tho' my Fall had terribly affrighted them, or 
lofe his Rod, which wou'd have been puniih'd with 
Death, for there they are obliged to perform whatever 
they undertake, be it never fo difficult. 



CHAP. II. 

Containing an Account of the 'People's Care of hint. Bis 
Surprize upon bis Recovery. His manner of Leaf'- 
ning their Langtiage in a Nighfs time^ with an Jc* 
count for it. _ 

WE T and iirty as I was, and Dead in all out- 
ward Appearance, he drew me out of the 
Pond to the Amazement of all that faw me. I was 
carried to the King's great Hall to be coi^ulted on, 
and exposed to publick View. All that faw me believed 
me to be a Land Animal, and that fome Bird of Prey 
had dropt me, being tirM with my weight 5 but their 
Chief concern wastobringmctolife, which was foon 
eifeaed, by a few Herbs which they pounded, pouring 
the juice of f hem down my Throat, and applying tha 
ILiVm by way of Poultice to my Pofterion. It may 
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feem "a little ftrartge, that thofe Herbs fh^ja'd be fa 
powerful y but If we confider that the Moon has an 
Influence upon the Plants of the Earth, whence they 
derive their medicinal Qualities, it follows that the 
nearer any Plant is to that Body, it poflefles thofe 
Qualities in a more eminent Degree, and confequently 
that thofe which grow upon it muft excel all others. 
The Fright I was in upon my firft opening my Eyes, 
had like to deprive me utterly of that Life which they 
werefo follicitous to preferve; and I will leave it to 
any Man's own Breaft, whether he wou'd not be ter- 
rified as much as I was, to find himfelf among fuch 
a Set of Animals as I am going to defcribe, without 
knowing how he was introduced to fuch Company. 
The Affembly was made up of Brutes and half Brutes, 
there were Bears, Wolves, Tygers, Foxes, Monkeys, 
Cats and Dogs, ^c. and thofe of feveral Kinds, with 
certain other Animals, very like the Piftures which I 
have feen of Beafts, in the Eaft and fFefi'- Indies; others 
had only one or more Members of Beafts 5 but what 
^maz'd me moft of all was, that thofe Brutes walk'd 
upright and fpoke, which I am fure was enough to 
terrific any Man that has livM fince JBfop's Days. The 
firft I took notice of, was a Wolf, that held me by the 
Wriftj I apprehended that he wou'd inftantly devour 
me, upon the Notice which I thought he had of an 
Earthy Smell about me, by the extraordinary finenefs 
of his olfaftory Nerves, whence he might judge me 
to be Dead ; for I miftook the Poultice! in my Breeches 
for fomething more ofFenfivej but I afterwards under- 
ftood, that he was only an eminent Phyfician, that 
had not always good Succefs, and was then feeling my 
Pulfe. I found my felf very weak, and was for ta- 
kinga Dram, for Ihad ftill kept my Bottle, but my 
Dodlor Wolf hindred me, alledging as I underftood 
after, that my Diftemper was not yet come to its 
Crifis. He was of Opinion, that the Humours of 
the Body infift as much upon Liberty and Pro-

pcrty, and «re as fenfible of an Affront as an Evglijb^ 
tnatty and that Diftempers arife only from their ftriv- 
ing to keep, out Strangers ; befides, the animal Spirits 
are defignM for a Standing Army to fupprefs Riots^ 
and. affift the weak Proprietor s but confidering the 
great wafte I had made of them, and that Brandy was 
a fpirituou5 Liquor, he fear'd that a Dram wou'd be 
100 powerful an Enemy for what was left of my ani- 
mal Spirits, and that the ConfliA wou'd end in m/ 
Deftruftion. 

I was forcM to fubmit to his Judgment without 
knowing at that time his Reafons, and was conveyed 
by a couple of Mafliffs in the Ticking of a Bolfter^ 
which they had emptied for that pui pofe, to a conve- 
nient Apartment. The Room where I was laid, was 
ordered to be kept dark 'till I cou'd learn their Lan- 
guage J and a Gentleman with an Afs's Head , ap* 
pointed to inftruft me. The Method which he took, 
for my Improvement, was to make me repeat after 
him the Names of thofe Things I feem*d to have oc- 
cafion for, and 'till I had done fo, I was fure not to 
get the ufe of them. I improved daily to his great 
Satisfadion, 'till I thought I was able to walk abroad ;. 
but not knowing how to exprefs my felf to him To 
as to be underftood, or why my Chamber was conti- 
nually darkened,- I ventured to get up once before 
him, and grope for my Gloaths j but he imagining 
that I wanted the Chamber- Pot , brought it to me 
with great fpeed, crying out Lmldnfe^ which was the 
Name of it, that I might repeat it after him j but I 
was fo provoked at his Miftake, that I only anfwer'd 
in plain Englijh B — d and W— ds; he thinking that I 
ftrove to reffeat Lmldnfcj when I curs'd and fwore, 
and finding that I did not do it, imputed it to fome 
Defeft in my Tongue 5 upon which he inftantly left 
me to go- and advife with his Brethren. Not finding . 
my Cloaths, I was oblig'd to lie down again, full of 
Ipdignation, and refolv'd rather to ftarve my felf,' 
than Uve as I had done nuich longeiv .But my Tutor' 



foon returned with a couple of Mules, who weiie tqt 
aflift him in the fplitting of my Tongue with a Silver 
Three-pence. One of the Mules approached me with 
a Candle and a Three-penny Piece, whilft the other 
fecur^d my Hands, and my Tutor offered to open mv 
Mouth, often repeating Lmldnfe. I thought at fim 
they had defign'd the Three-penny Piece for the 
fame Ufe to me ihzt Detnoftbenes made of Pebbles^ 
'till they began to proceed to the Operation. My 
Tutor had made me roar fo much, and become io 
nneafy, by an immoderate Expanfion of my Jaws, that 
I happily put out the Candle, which gave me fome 
refpite, and fruftrated their Intentions j for we were 
no fooner in the Dark, and that I was left to my felf, 
whilft the others were employed in lighting the Can- 
dle, and getting Ropes to tie me, than I rofe to put 
my felf in a pofture of Defence, fufpefting their In- 
tentions, from the Ufage I remembered to have feen 
Magpies meet with in my own Country. But thejr 
returned before I cou'd find any thing which I 
thought proper for my Defence, fo that I refolved 
to repeat whatever they faid as diftindtly as I cou'd^ 
hoping by that means to preferve my Tongue, which 
fucceeded as I couM wifh. For my Tutor, upon hit 
Entry, was difcouriing very ferioufly with a young 
Man whom he brought to affift him, and among other 
Words, often mentioned Lmldnfe^ which I repeated 
very diftinftly. The whole Company tum*d their 
Eyes upon my Tutor, who, appearing furprizM, left 
the Room. I ran to the young Man, whom I had 
not feen before, and by many obliging Gelhires pre- 
vaird upon him to flay with me. They obferv^d toy 
Fondnefs for him, and thought him to^ the more 

g roper Perfon to inftruft me. 3^ckbrffy for that wai 
is Name, accepted of the Office, and to my great 
Satisfa^ion, in a fhort Time^ made me fit for Con- 
verfation. He was one that had been a Brute, but 
by applying to Learning, and confidering fals Folly^ 
he recovered hk huauHfi Shape i he was gentttUir de« 
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fpisM by all iBeafts, and by fome reputed to be a Con- 
jurer, fince there were Beafts that affirmed themfelves 
to be more virtuous than him^ yet were in no like- 
lihood of recovering their human Form. He did not 
much mind their Afperfions, but employ^ himfelf 
chiefly in reclaiming luch as he found moft tradable. 
He obferv'd that I was one of good natural Parts, and 
might probably arrive at Knowledge by (horter Me- 
thods than had been us'd with his Gountrycben. The 
firft Tryal which he made of me, was to make me 
perfeft Mafter of their Language^ and this he effetted 
in a Night's Time, after the manner I ihal.l relate. 
He cook a large and correal Diftionary, and minc'd 
the Leaves of it ^ thofe he put into an Earthen Vef- 
(el half full of Water, and covered it fo clofc that no 
Air could come into it ; he plac'd the Veflel, with 
its Upper Part parallel to the Horizon, upon a gen- 
tle Fire, where he let it remain thirty- nine Minutes* 
The Air which wai ihcl6s*d in the Veflel, being put 
into a violent Motion by the Heat of the Fire, toV 
gether.with the Motion of the Water, foon reduced 
the mindd Leaves to a Confiftence of Jelly. The 
Veflel had been cover*d fo clofcly,to hinder any of the 
Letters from being carried off in Vapours, and that 
the Air in the upper part of the Veflfel might aft with 
the greater Force. He then fet it by to cool, before 
he ventured to uncover it 5 and when it was p^rfeftly 
cold, gave it to me to eat for Sowins with White- 
wine and Sugar. This ferv'd me for Supper, and I 
was orderM to fleep as foon as I had taken It j he 
wouM not leavQ me that Night, but watch'd me as I 
flept, and affurM me in the Morning, that he wa^ 
wonderfully delighted to hear me break Wind in my 
Sleep ; fometimea with all the force of Rhetorlck, 
fometimes in the Tone of a Grammarian. 

When I awoke, I received a particular Account of 
what he had done, and thank'd hio) witli^ll imagiip 
nable Bxprefliom of Cfratitude. "Bi^t I was very de-> 
firibu$ to Know whether the Mules intended to flit my 
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Tongue or not, or if they did, what couM be theif 
reafon for it j to which I receiv'd this Anfwer : That. 
I might obferve, that in their Language four or mote 
Confonants were often join'd in one Word without a 
Vowel intervening, and confequently required a grea* 
ter Volubility of Tongue than other Languages where 
the Cafe is other wife, that Member being chiefly 
employed in the Pronunciation of Confonants / And* 
in order to my more fpeedy and better learning iheit 
Language, it was thought advifable to divide my 
Tongue, that I might be able to pronounce two 
Confonants at once, fince I had not been accuftom'd 
to it from my Infancy 5 and that my former Tutor, 
miftaking my Meaning, (as I had informed him) bad 
perfuaded fome as ignorant as himfelf to confent to 
the PropofaL 

CHAP. III. 

Containing an Account of bis being fent for by the Kingi 
His Difcourfe with Tckbrff about the King. His 
Manner of approaching bitn. Some Obfervations en 
bis Courtiers. His Approach to him. His efcaping 
being put to death; and what Difcourfe be had WftBi 
Tckbrff about the People of his own Country, ani 
the People of the Moon. ■ ." 

TH E King upon notice of my Recovery, gave 
Orders that I fhou'd be brought before him i 
upon which I defir'd the Advice of Tckbrff: He told 
me firft that the King, who was an abfolute Mo- 
narch, was an ambitious Tyrant, he was one that 
never troubled himfelf about the Good of his Peo- 
ple s biit if ever their Intercft interfered with his even 
unlawful Diverfions, it was entirely neglefted s be 
was a great Lover of Pleafure, and of every thingf 
that was new, which he was pleas'd to call polite 
Learning^Xtho*, he was often fond of, and encouraged 
the greatcft Abfurdities) j an Inftance of which he 
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§ate me, in the Preferment of one to great Pofts of 
Vuft, who had only proposed to make the Rays of 
J^igbt palpable to the Hands ; out of which, when 
jus De^gn was perfedled, he intended that an Apart** 
mem for the King ihou'd be built ^ and altho'thc 
failing in a Frojeft was to be punifh'd with Death, 
where the Projeftors were fuch Fools as to confefs 
thejr Diiappointment, yet this Man required fuch a 
long Time, and fo great Expences, that he was fure 
to outlive his Propoials. He had, however, amus'd 
the King with an odd Account of the Means he 
wou'd make ufe of, and made them fo unintelligible 
by the help of the Mathematicks, that he was be- 
lieve to mean hon^ly, and a Fenfion was fettled on 
him for effcfting bis Defign. The Rays of Light 
were to be let into a dark Room, one by one, thro* 
Holes equal to their Bulk, which he affirmed he was 
well acquainted with. Here was a Mathematical 
Demonuration of an Hour long, which I omit for 
the Reader's fake. They were then to be refrafted 
ninety-nine times by paifing thro' different Mediums, 
which wou'd weaken their Force fo much, that they 
might be at length fix'd in a Liquor which he had 
prepared for that purpofe j and when the vacant In- 
terftices of the Liquor were fiird with them, (for hQ 
^flerted that there was a Vacuum) by Chymical Ope- 
rations, he wou'd gather them into Veflels to be re- 
ferv'd, till he got enough of all Colours for erefting 
the Building. The Cement which he proposed foy 
them, was Cartefius^s fubtle Matter, which might be 
[ather'd by Sheets daub'd with a bituminous Sub- 
bance, compounded of the Effluvia of certain Bo- 
dies, whofe Virtues he was well acquainted with, 
Thofe Sheets were to be hung in the open Air till 
the fubtle Matter had coverM them ; then they were 
to be boil'd in Veflels hermetically feal'd 'till the fub- 
tle Matter had ftuck to the Tops of them, whence 
it might be taken and laid by for ufe. This fhort 
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Account he gave of one among the many famous Men 
who were then at Court. 

I defir'd to know in what manner I was to approach 
his Majefty ^ and was told, that fince I was a Foreig-o 
ner, the moft proper Method wou'd be to walk upon 
my Hands with my Heels upwards, that the King 
might have the better Opinion of my Abilities ; and 
was affur^d, that the Novelty of the Thing wou'd be 
very acceptable. I lik'd the Propofal, and was two 
Days in learning to walk in that manner; during 
which Time I pretended not to be throughly reco-^ 
ver'd, and fed only upon learned Books in their Lan- 
guage prepared as before. I voided nothing by way 
of Excrement all the whHe I liv'd upon Books, but 
a few falfe Concords, which cou'd not fubfift within 
me, on account of a Meal I had made upon Criticifms. 

When the Time came that I was to appear before 
his Majefty, I was conduced by J'ckbrff to the Pa- 
lace to wait 'till I was callM for. While I was at- 
tending the King's Levee, I could not but make ma- 
ny Oblervations upon the ftrange Behaviour of the 
Courtiers, whofe different Paffions and Interefts I 
cou'd eafily difcern. I faw a Fox and a Calf accoft- 
ing each other with great Civility, tho* I am certain 
that they were inveterate Enemies : But thehr man- 
ner of Salutation, which feem*d a little extraordinary, 
may perhaps be worth the Reader's notice. They 
bow'd moft courteoufly to each other at firft fight, 
which continued 'till they had the Happinefs to fliake 
Hands ; I expefted that a Kifs wou'd enfue, but it 
teems the Gentlemen were better bred; for, upon 
fliaking Hands, each apply'd his Nofe to the Poftc- 
tiors of the other ; where, after they had regal'd their 
Senfe of Smelling for a few Moments, .they began to 
exprefs their Hatred for one anoriier in the moft 
obliging Terms. J'ckbrfff as learned as he was, and 
to whom I am much indebted, cou'd not give me a 
natural Reafon for this manner of Compliment, which 
was peculiar to Men of high Rank s for the common 
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JPeople tfkded Cleanlinefs jq that Cafe, and made ufe 
of joining their Lips to thofe of their Friends upon 
meeting. He told me indeed, that the Joining of the 
Lips of Friends was founded in Nature, and bore an 
Hieroglyphical Meaning. For fince it is by what 
proceeds from the Mouth, that a Man is well or ill 
reputed of ^ and that we cannot judge of all Men by 
their Waitings ; that the greater part of Mankind 
know not how to write, it is evident that Nature^ 
which operates by the inofl: general and compendioi^ 
Wiays, bath taught us to join our Lips in FriendihiD, 
where two Ferfons fhould be refolv'd to agree in their 
Sentiments, and fubmit to the moft powerful Reafons 
that ibali be pronounc'd by either with refpeft to 
fomc;Truth or Truths wherein they are both con- 
cefn'd $ as when two Brothers meet, they fhould 
both be refolv'd before-hand to agree in this, that 
the: Welfare of their Parents was to be defir'd and 
pronM^ted by them to the utmoft of their Power s the 
joining of Lips intimating a Conformity of Opinions, 
which thro* the Lips were to be conveyed. But the^ 
Deferenl^e which Sikbrff paid to Courtiers, as being 
Men of Power and Learning, made Urn incapable of 
«iiigning a Reafon for their fmelling to the Back-pafta 
upon meeting; and his Inftrudions had fo far f^-e^ 
.vail'd upon me, that I dar'd not even to think, dur 
ring my (lay among them, fo as that I might not be 
favourably underftood by any indifferent Perfon, had 
I exprefs'd my Meaning in Words. But fince I came 
to imy own Country, I began to think as freely as my 
Neighbours, and examine many Things in the Moo» 
by Englifb Rules, particularly the manner of Saluta^ 
tion among Cpurtiers jufl: mentioned. I believe that 
they well knowing that thro* the Fundament the moft 
(linking Excrement is conveyed ; and that the In* 
tention,'.0S well as Habit of Body, may from its 
JSmell, .Shape, and Colour, be guefs'd at, have, to 
avoid needlefs ExprefHons, fuch as How do you do^ 
wfely urnde ufe of this Method to xx^im. thexpf<^iv^$. 
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I am feniible tliat fome lUHaieGining Perfons mxj ia)^ 
that this Salute is very Hke that ufed hy two Ir^ 
CurS) when each fufpeas the other to differ from him 
in Sex, and hopes he Bsay prove a Bitch. Bat thofe 
Gentlemen may he pleased to confider, that both the 
^erfcns mentioned were really Brutes, ttnd that this 
Compliment pafs*id between them purely out of Com- 
phifeLTice; tho* I cannot affirm k for certain Truth; 
or felfe my own Solution of the Matter might fadsfy^ 
I think, an nnprejud4cM Perfim, 

But to return from this Digrefik»i: While i was 
^tdrtaining my felf with Rdeftions on the Beha- 
viour of thofe People, notice was given me thatiiiis 
Majefty was at leifure to look at me ; I inftantly m^ 
verted my Body, and began to move upon my Haflnds 
after my Guide, but had much difficulty in my Pa£^ 
fage y for the Courtiers prefsM fo hard to view me 
in this uncommon Pofturc, that they often trod upon 
my Fingers. At length I came into the King's Pre- 
fences where I met with different Treatment at firi| 
from what I expelled ^ for after that I had mad^ the 
greateft Proteftations of my Fidelity and Readineis 
to ferve him in the Court Dialed, he told me^ with 
« (Frown, that he took me for an Impoftor, who, to 
carry on fome Defigns againft the State, and prevent 
ray being readily known, had^ppear'd in that man^ 
ner. He added, that I muft certainly be a Scufmffy 
Cwhich Word, in our Language, iighifies a Man ek 
Law J if you interpret it literally) or one that under- 
took to prove both Sides of a s^eftion, fince I had 
now made it doubtful, which End of a Man odght 
to be uppermoft 3 and concluded that I fhould be re- 
warded accordingly ; but the Time and Manner of 
it were yet to be confider'd of. I fliou'd have inevi- 
tably died at that Time, had if not been for a Lie 
which I told ; for I aflTur^d his Majefty, that all Fo^ 
reigners of Diflinftfon, as well as Ambafladors, ap^ 
fwoach our Kings in that Pofture which he fiiw me in; 
whence he infeir'd, that it was difficult to know which 
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was the fore End of them, and when they were in earn* 
«ft. I was inlbmtly ordered to rcfume my natural 
Pofturfe, ^d give a foH and clear Account of my felf. 
To ftrew tay Art in getting upon my Feet, I defcriVd 
with my big Toes the Portion of a Circle, whole Ra- 
dius was nearly equal to the Length of my Body; I 
dien ittifwerM afl the Queftiens which were put t6 
me concerning the nianner of my coming int<j rhat 
Kingdom, and the Government and Cuftoms of my 
own Nation. The great Knowledge which I liad dF 
their Language, fupply*d me with fuch Variety of 
ctegam Expreffions, t*at the King took me for a Per- 
fon of "an iincommon <ieiuu8, as he was pleafcd to 
term it, and told me that I ihould find che Marks of 
his royal Favour ; tho' I am inclined to believe ht 
intended to make ufe of my Judgment and Parts to 
enflave his People the more, if poffible, and perpe- 
trate his Cruelty with the greater Security. 
• However tihere was <a Panfion ftttled on me for my 
Support, ^tfll a Place ftould fjfl, which I might be 
thought cawtWe <f managing. ^Sxkbrff^ after we had 
'Withdrawn from the King; toM me that hehelieved 
WiB were all honeft Men in my Coufntry, and could 
wilh to be among them ; for furdy, faid he, none 
that has but the teaflft part of a Man about him, can 
difc^bey rhofe jnoft rtafonable Laws of that excellent 
Conftitutlon, ^ere the Interefts of the King and tb6 
People are fo ttended, that it is impoflible for the one 
tofubfift without the others and where the People 
inuft out of Gratitude love him whofe chief and con-^ 
ftant Care it is to preferve them in their Rights and 
Privileges. 

I coiiM not butfmile at his Difcourfe, and tell him^ 
that notwithftanding they enjoyed ^W thofe mighty 
Bleffings which he had mentioned, they were perhaps 
the moft refraftory aad rebellious People in the ^Solar 
Syftem. He doiA>ted my Veracity, *till I explained to 
him, as well as I could, the Difference between /^/^ 
and f'ory^ PreteflanimA Tapifi^ and tolfl Mm with what 
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Zoal every Man maintaioM that Opinion- which be 
embraced thro' Ignorance, Prejudice, or Intereft, 
v^ithout daring to exainine his Principles by an infal- 
irble Rule, left he fhou'd fee any Reafon for renoun- 
cing that Error he was fo fpnd of, if it fhou'd prove 
one. I gave him alfoan Account of their proceedings 
againft a King, that thro' Faction and private Intereft 
was put to Death, yet niigljLt have fav'd his Life and 
his Crown if he wou'd coniient with wicked Miniftcrs 
to opprefs his People. Here ^ckhrff exprefsM the 
greateft Indignation and Horror mix'd with a Degree 
of Pity for the unthinking Contrivers of his Death ^ 
and askM me ho>y I could preferve my human Shape 
among fuch a corrupted Multitude. I told him that 
we carried on our moil wicked Fraflices, and encou- 
rag'd the vileft Faffions with the greateft fhew of Hu- 
manity, and beg^dof him to let me know if hecould^ 
how it came to pafs that his Countrymen, were fo un- 
happy as to have their Thoughts prefigured in their 
Bodies 3 or why fuch Metamorphpfes did. not make 
themHoneft? Hereply'd, that the Reafon why thofe 
Transformations did not make them Honeft, was 
owing to the Ignorance of their Deformity j for every 
Man judg'd favourably of himfelf by a Mifconftruftion 
of his Actions, and it was obfervable,; thatno Ferfon 
jyho had any part of a Beaft in his compofition, cou'd 
with a flight View behold his own Defefts, tho' he 
often faw more brutal Members in others than they 
really had, which proceeded from a Defire they had 
that it ftiou'd be fo ; for they miftaking Virtue for ^a 
relative Thing, imagined every Man to be Virtuous, 
than whom they cou'd find one more Brutal ; never 
confidcring,that he, who wou-d deferve the Char^fter qi 
a good Man, muft obferve to the utmoft of his Foiv- 
cr, an exaft Conformity of every of his Actions to 
right Reafon. As to the Changes which our Bodies 
txt fubjeft to, ( continued he ) the beft Account which 
I find in Writings or Tradition is this; that our 
For^- Fathers in the early Ages of the iliiww, before 
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tiiey had built them Houfes s were obliged to live in 
Caves, and by that means were much converfant with 
Beafts of all kinds y and as the Principle of Sel&love 
began to be mifunderftood, they began to imitate and 
put in Praftice the Difpofitions and Aftions of thofe 
Beafts which were mc^ agreeable to their Inclinations ; 
here they began to grow cunning and deceive each o- 
ther, and each himfelf, with the Sagacity of Brutes, 
as their private Intereft prevailed. Now fince we kno\y 
that all Bodies, efpecially thofeof a morefoft Texture, 
derive certain Qualities from thofe Bodies which are 
neareft to them, fo as fometimes to appear quite diife- 
rent from what they really are ; it is probable that 
different Men diligently attending different Brutes to 
obferve their own, had their correfpondent Members 
transformed into thofe of the Brute they attended j 
but whether this was done by the EfHuvia that proceeded 
from the Beaft, as the Modems hold ; or by fome na- 
tural Magick, as the Antients were of Opinion, I will 
not take upon me to determine 5 but 'tis faid that the 
firft Changes were thus made, which have continu- 
ed for fo many Ages. 

I then ask'd him, how they came to be fo negligent 
of the Education of the Heir app^ent to the Crown, 
as to fufier him to afcend the Throne with any Mem- 
bers of a Beaft 3 for I had taken notice when I Mms 
before the King, that he had the Head and the right 
Paw of a Lion. He anfwer*d that their King was 
cleftive, and that upon a King's deceafe, theycrown'd 
one who was remarkaUe for the good Services he had 
done his Country, and for the PerfeAnefs of his hu- 
man Form 3 but the beft they cou'd find, wou'd fome- 
times upon his being invefted with fo much Power, 
give a Loofe to his irregular Defires, fince he ob- 
i|^in'd all that he had fo long wifh'd for 3 and it was 
obfervable in the King I had feen, that his left Hand 
was inclined to be hairy, and that he never par'd the 
Nails of it, whence it was expefted that it wou*d foon 
become like the other. Here I couM not but praife 
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eiirovirn tLitig^ who bdfore his Acceffidn tx> (he Ctqwh 

had fignaliz'd himfelf for bis Valour, and often hs,^ 
warded his Life for the Defence of his Country, and 
after his Coronation improved the good Qualities be 
was before poffefsM of, to the great Joy of his People. 
kckbrff wifli'd that their Government might be changVi 
to that of the Englijhy for heoften bewailed the milera- 
ble confequences of unlimited Power in a Soverei^« 



CHAP. IV. 

Qmtaining an Account of tbdr Difcourfe about an Amoiut 
between Fribbigghe and Blmmfl. ^beirCbaraffers. 
He turns Fribbigghe'j Rival. Makes a Speecb fd 
Blmmfl. Fribbigghe is difcarded. 

WE then began to difcourfe about an Amour 
that was much talk'd of, between a Tabby G^, 
and a black and white Lap^Dog^ and it was believ'd 
that it wouM be a Match, from the Similitude of their 
Inteiledls. 

The Cat which was the Male, was a noted Fortune- 
hunter, and one that had as little pretentions to a 
Lady's Heart as any in the Kingdom of ^uqns^ ifhe 
was confider'd to be what he really was. He was one 
that laid out his fmall Fortune entirely upon his Cloaths^ 
and contented himfelf with more ordinary Meals than 
an 7ri/i& Footman wou'd do, when he eat at his own 
Expence. He was a great Pretender to Wit and good 
Senfe, tho* dcftitute of both : This I affirm on my 
own certain Knowledge of the Man ^ but others pro- 
ceeded fbme what further, whofe Cenfure I fliall fub- 
mit to the candid Reader. They faid that he was a 
Coward and had broke off the Point of his Sword one 
Day under a Pretence of Iharpening it 5 but thofe Geii^ 
tlemen may be pleas'd to confider, that a Cat (whofe 
Vorm Fribbigghe^ for that was the Creature's Name) 
ufurp'd, does fometimes, force its Nails into a Poftm 
order to make them iharper^ th.o' . it m^y by chance 
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meet with one fomewhat too hard to be piercM, ami 
break a Nail in the Experiments why then might not 
Fribbiggbe run his Sword into a Beam, for none are 
poiitive as to the Manner of breaking it, and if the 
Blade proved bad, with a fafe Confcience leave a Bit of 
it in the Wood ; or elfe he might defignedly break it 
to prevent Murder, fince he was often affronted? 
Others reported that he was a Fool, and had given* 
out that he had kiok'd a Gentleman, who it was be- 
lievM had kickM him, fince he always fliunn'd him j 
and that he boafted of Favours received from a Lady, 
who upon his Second Vifit had forbid him her Houie« 
But what he hated moft of all to be told of was, the 
laying out of 3 s. a|ld 7 d. which was all that he had 
at a certain Time : He gave 35. 3 rf. to Chairmen on 
a dry Day, and after buying Snuff with 3 Pence 
more, refervM but a (ingle Penny for his Supper, 
when it unfortunately happened that he was obliged to 
Sup in his own Room. He never met with fo good 
Succefs in any Amour as he did in this I am fpeak-- 
ing of, for he had often patiently born a Beating for 
his Impudence, which he call'd Gallantry, and began 
ro betir'dof the Lap-dog^ becaufe he had met with 
lb 4i«te difficulty in his Addrefles, and valued her as 
he did all bthers chiefly for her Fortune. The Lap^ 
Dog which was fo much taken Notice of in the ikfoo», 
wou'd not I am certain obtain the fame Charafter in 
Dublin : I rather think that flie wou'd pafs for an ac- 
complifh'd Lady ^ and that every Mathematical Figure 
which fhe would publifh in her Head-cloaths would be 
induftrioufly taken notice of, and fet forth in many 
different Editions. If I begin with her Motion, it wasi 
neither Natural or fiafy, for if it wefe, it wouM be al- 
ways the fame, and Ihe wou'd not be fo choice of it. 
I have feen her in many different ways of paflipg along 
a Walk 9 fuch as Ambling, Pacing, Trottingt :.and 
fometimes Running, and often in a Je ne [cay 'quoy 
Manner that was a Compound of feveralof the fore- 
mention'd : And bavebeentold that wheiv ihe has had 
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lio Vifttt)rs to cxcufe her, fiie has call'd a Servant to 
reach her the Poaker from the other Side of the Fire. 
At all publick Places fhe only minded the various Ap- 
pearances which others made; perhaps it may be hence 
concluded, that Ihewas a Lady of good Senfe and one 
that obfervM Mankind, to make her ownConduft the 
more Regular ; But 1 aflure you that (he only minded 
fhe Outiide, and could not fmell a Beaux Brain's^ 
for the Eflence in his Wig, or difcover a groveling 
Soul in a Brocade Waftcoat y and People that did not 
much care for her, were wont to fay that it was a Max« 
im with her, that much Powder on a Beaux Shoulders 
fignified much Senfe 5 and fmart Repartee, was denoted 
by an Hat, if I may focall it, made to be carried un- 
der the Arm. Yet this I may venture to fay in her 
Praife, that fte always minded one thing in publick 
Places^ and that was the Drefs of others, which Ihe 
tou'd give a better Account of when fhe came Home 
than of any thing that was faid j which will be an Argu- 
ment of her good Judgment as long as a Philofopher is 
held preferable to a Verbalift, or Obfervations on Sub- 
ftances better than Obfervations on Words. 

Her uncommon Gharafter I confefs, made me once 
turn Fribbiggbe's Rival and pay her a Vifit under the 
Pretence of Courtfhip. I am juftly fenfible how much 
I expofe my feff, in putting my felf in competition 
^ith fuch a contemptible Animal as a Beaux, who has 
nothing but his being a Beaux to recommend him: 
But why may I not bealiowMthis Liberty, as well as 
fomeofmyCountrymen are alio wM to go to Bawdy- Hou-' 
fes for Speculation. When I came to her Apartment I 
^as introduced by her Waiting-Maid with much Cere- 
mony, and defir'd to fit down direftly oppofite to 
her, I fuppofe that Ihe might view me the Better. 
But I cou*d foon perceive that Ihe did not like me, be- 
Caufe I made no gaudy Appearance : And I believe flie 
t!ook me fbr a Fool^ for flie ask'd me half a Dozen 
impertinent Queftions before I got leave to make her 
^ AnlWertoone of them ; among the reft, ihe ask'd 
itit what a Qock it was, iko' there was aClock in the 
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Room 5 and flie was feated more conveniently for 
looking at it than I was 3 ihe askM me befideS) whether 
I had heard of a Duel that was fought the Night be-? 
fore, which unlefs I had been entirely Deaf I cou*d 
not but have heard of as I pafs'd along the Streets^ 
for the News-boys wei'e very loud in proclaiming it. 
I told her Ladylhip, that from the Moment that I 
had feen her, I became incapable of obferving the 
mofl; common Occurrences, being wholly taken up in, 
contemplating her Charms. Here (he began to look 
at me with a more pleafant Countenance, which en-^ 
couragM me to proceed- 

I calPd to mind all the eloquent Jargon I had ever 
heard or cou^d think of, and refolv'd that Nonfenfe 
ihou*dpafs forWitwithmy now adorable -B/ww?/? j fmce 
I was perfuaded that her Underftanding was much a-r 
bout the fame Size with that of raoft of our Irtflf 
Ladies, who never begin to believe that a Man \ove$ 
them till he has told them fuch Lies as would ftartle any 
but themfelves. I fwore that my Body was like a Bun- 
dle of Matches, which was fir'd by the Lightning of 
her Eyes, andearneftly pray'd that a genite Breeze of 
her Pity wou*d vouchfafe to cool my glowing Heart. 
Thou Primrofe of Perfeftion, faid I, were a Demiculi- 
verin let off within my Belly, it cou'd not difcompofe 
my Frame, morethan a Frown from thine awful BroWi 
Alas ! How often have I ftrove to rid my felf of thi$ 
hated load of Life, fince the Magnet of my Soul hold« 
its repelling end to me 5 but the cruel Fates deny me 
the Happinefs of dying yet, efpeciaUy in the Manner 
I wou*d chufe ; I thought to fteal from this unplea- 
fant World : For what can delight me, when I d^ 
not enjoy what I moft ardently wi(h for ? I thought 
to entomb toy felf in the River, and affift the God of it 
with my Tears to fupply his Urn. But my Flame wa6 
fo great, fo far beyond what can be imagined, that I 
made a greater Noife in my plunge, than the Sun doeg 
when he dips in the Straights of Gibraltar. The 
iffirighted Filhe$ tQ^d^ the God frowa'd^ and th« 
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Nymphs threw me on the Bank again. I next at- 
tempted to fwing by the Neck in my Garters 5 Fool 
that I was, to think that they'couM withftand the Fire 
that rag'd within me ! They were foon confum'd, and 
I left almoft in defpair of dying ; never were you, my 
Fairer than the faireft, more griev'd for the breaking 
of a Necklace : Yet I had a Sword, and refolvM to 
make a new Paflage for my Sighs, and wound this 
Heart of mine, which gave me fuch Uneafinefs j but 
here my Attempt was vain, my Blade was melted, and 
my Fingers burn*d, for the Heat of my Breaft exceed- 
ed that of the Sun-beams collefted in many Glaffes. 
How great was then the Anguifli of my Mind ? I 
rav'd and fanned my Flame by repeating Blmtnfi. Then 
my good Genius appeared, and bid me be comforted,- 
and faid, your Goddefs's Heart is not made of Steel i 
(he will confider your deplorable Condition, and as you. 
deferve, reward yoa. 'Twas this embolden'd me to 
approach you, and made me hope, fince I knew my 
own Sincerity, that I ihou'd not be defpis'd. 

The EfFeft which this rapturous Bombaft had on 
her, is aln^ incredible ; Ihe prefented her Hand to 
xne to kifs, and told me that ihe pitied my Sufferings 9 
but I miftook her Meaning, and grafping it with one 
of my Hands, made bold to kifs her Lips 5 ihe feem'd 
a little angry at my Rudenefs, but was pacify*d by my 
/wearing that her Breath was fweeter than th^ Breeze 
which wantons in Amaranthine Bowers. I then re- 
peated my CarelTes with little difficulty, and perfuaded 
her that I was all over Love, and (he all over Charms. 
But Fribbiggbe*s unlucky Stars fent him into the Room 
juft as we were in a ftriA Embrace. It feems that flie 
had lately permitted him to enter her Apartment with- 
out fending firft to know whether ihe was pleas'd to 
be within or not 5 and this which he took for a Mark 
of her fpecial Favour, prov'd his Difgrace, After he 
came into the Room, he ilood for fome time without 
Speech or Motion, and like a religious Man that i^ 
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who was ready enough to find Faults where there were 
none, was a little confounded at the Sight of Fribbig'-^ 
ghe i but fmce I had fworn that I lov*d and fufterM lb, 
much, (he thought I abfolvM her from her Promifes, 
and that Fribbiggbe was to be difearded: Shetook the 
Hint from his rubbing his Eyes, and told him that (he 
believM he was not right awake j or elfe he wou'd not 
have the Impudence to come into the Chamber of 
one that IhouM command his Efteem, without firft 
knowing whether his Vifit was feafonable^ and toldhira? 
that for that Time fhe wouM pardon him 3 but begg'd 
of him to be more difcreet for the future. As great a 
Fool as he was, he couM not but perceive tliat he was 
ill us'd, and tho' he did not love her, yet his little 
Soul cpu'd not bear to fee her in the Arms of another : 
What, Madam, faid he, is it thus that I am flighted ? 
Are all my Sufferings and your Vows fo foon forgot- 
ten ? And have I feen you in the Arms of one whom 
of all living I Ihou'd never fufpeci: for a Rival? But 
Madam you are fond of Rarities, or-elfe youcou'd ne- 
ver leave me forfuch aPerfon. Here I was going to 
reply, but fhe prevented me, and told him that I was 
more than I appeared to be 5 but for fome Reafons which 
he fhou'd never be acquainted with, had chofen that 
Drefs, and defir'd him to be cautious in freaking of me. 
Madam, faid he,Ifliall never think well of any that re- 
gard you, fince you have blam'd me for what I have 
done with your Permiffion. Then turning to me, he 
told me that he wou'd remember me, and would be 
glad to fee me in the Park at fix that Evening. I 
afTurM him, that I fliou'd be very forry that he (hou'd 
forget n^e, and as he was going down Stairs, lent 
him two or three Kicks for a Token to put him in 
mind of me. He was fo much enrag'd, that he feem'd 
not to take notice pf them, but walk'd off in fomc 
Piforder,

Containing an Account of Blmmfi^s inviting bim to drink 
Tea with her, A pbilofopbical Account of tbe EffeSis 
of Tea, witb its firft Rife. His Departure from 
Blmmflj and bis Ufage towards Fribbigghe. 

AS foot! as he was gone, Blmmfl invited me to 
drink ^ea with her, over which fhe oblig'd me 
in taking poor Fribbigghe to pieces. Then Ihe gave 
me the private Characters of all the beautiful Ladies 
in Town 9 but amongft them all, there was not one 
that got a good Word 5 and as the fea Leaves began 
to fpread themfelves, fo fhe began to difcover hetf 
Mind, 'till I became acquainted with all her Secrets. 
I have finceenquirM of many ingenious Gentlemen, to 
find out the true Caufe of Ladies venting their Scan* 
dai over S^ea , fome of whofe Opinions, with theit^ 
leave, I fhall fet down. 

One told me that Sympathy was the Caufe of it \ 
for, faid he, we may obferve that the hot Water has' 
the fame Effeft upon the ^ea Leaves, that it has up- 
on a Lady, for they both difcover what was not feen 
before, upon taking it 5 whence he inferred, that a 
Woman's Soul was moft like a ^ea Leaf, of any 
thing it cou'd be compared to, becaufe it is fo eafily 
oblig'd to difcover its Secrets. But I objefted that 
Sympathy was exploded, and 'till he cou'd prove that 
the Soul of a Woman is furrounded by the hot Water* 
upon drinking it, as ^ea Leaves are in the Pot, his 
Sinvilltude would not be juft ; which if he undertook 
to prove, he muft inevitably place a Lady's Soul ini- 
fome part of her Belly 9 but I advis'd him to take care 
how he aflerted fuch a thing, fince thereby he mighr 
probably incur the Difpleafure of the whole Sex. 

Another faid, fince by the help of MicrofcopeSj we 
have difcover'd certain Eminences upon Leaves, and 
certain Animals creeping, nay, running among them, 
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1^ wild Beafts do in a Forfeft, it is probable that thofe 
Animals, upon drying of a ^ea Leaf, are dried too, 
»nd become hard, and are feemingly dead, as Swal- 
lows are in \y inter j but when they are put into hot 
Water, they come to life again, and being taken atong 
with the Water into a Lady's Mouth, they irritate the: 
Nerves of her Tongue, and caufe fome yneafinefs in 
that Member, ^<diich makes it then fo a,pt to defame 
otjiersv He then defir'd me to confider the Finenefs 
of a Lady's Body, and how apt we are to give ill Lan<-* 
guage when we are vex'd. He added,: that the Water 
might fometimes be fo hoc, as to kill thofe Animals,^ 
which he took for a Reafon why fometimes a Pot of 
S^ea might be drank without Scandal. A third was of 
Opinion, that it was the Voices of thofe Animals be- 
ing fcalded with the hot Water, which we took for 
Scandal, tho* it was not, and defir'd me to confider 
bow apt we were to be deceived in many things, and 
why not in this ? I muft confefs, that thefe Gentle- 
men have learnedly accounted for it, but not to my 
Satisfaftion : For granting that there were fuch Ani- 
mals upon Leaves, why do not thofe upon tobacco pro^ 
cjuce the fame EfFeft, or why may we not hear thofe 
upon ^ea Leaves roar before they get into a Lady'* 
Mouth ? Surely none wou'd be fo unmannerly as toi 
blame a Lady for the crying of an Animal fo hard lo 
be feen. 

But the beft Account I cou'd meet with, is founded 
upon thp Relation which is given by the Natives of 
theCoimtry where STke grows ; they fay that this Plane 
was at firft held in no more Efteem than common Bu- 
flies, and that the Leaves of it were never us'd, if they 
were usM at ail, but as Saw-duft or Chaff, 'till it hap- 
pened once that a certain Animal among them, remark-^ 
able for its Pride and Ill-nature, came to flielter it felf 
from the Heat of the Sun under this Shrub (they call 
the Animal Namow) where, as it lay a long Time fe- 
c\xfd from the Heat, it had an Inclination to put forth 
its Excrement s or to exprefs the Matter moie cleanly ^ 
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to untrufs a Pdint, and thought no place fo proper for 
it as that where it had been refted. (This is mentioned 
as an Inftance of that Creature's Ingratitude to its 
Benefaftor.) In ftiort, it left fomething at the Rooc 
of the Tree which did not fmell very pleafant in the 
Nofes of them who livM at that time. It had a ftrange 
Effeft alfo upon the Tree, for it made it retain its 
Smell, and inftead of not afTedling Peoples Nofes ac 
all, aifeft them in a very difagreeable manner s fo that 
they made as little ufe of it for a long time after, as 
they do of Hemlock in Ireland : But wcceeding Ages 
differed very much from their Forefathers ; for it hap-* 
penfd that a Lady, famous for her great Knowledge 
of the Virtues of Plants, (I am heartily forry I cannot 
remember her Name) took fome of the Leaves of this 
Tree, and boirdthem to find out their Qualities, and- 
after much Study alTur'd her female Friends, that thofe 
Leaves were very wholefome, and that Water in which 
they were boiFd, contributed much to the dilating the' 
urinary Paffages, and by that means wou'd keep them* 
from the Stone or Gravel ; but the diftgreeable Smell 
and Tafte of 'em might be correfted by Ingredients jSt' 
to pleafe thofe Senfes which the ^ea Leaves offended. 
Her Advice was followed by thofe flie had any Influ- 
ence on, and they chofe fea Water for their Breakfaft 5. 
but they took fo much of it at feveral times in the Day, 
and put fo much Sugar in it, that they began to be trou- 
bled with Difeafes which they might have been free 
from, had they never changed their Diet. But the Lady 
who recommended it to 'em, cou'd not bear that her 
Counfel fhou'd be neglefted, and at laft perfuaded 'cm 
that it had no difagreeable Tafte or Smell at all, and- 
ought tobe taken with but little or no Sugar, if they in- 
tended it (hou'd do 'em any good. They were eafily in- 
clin'd to believe her, fince they were already great Ad-- 
mirers of feveral ftinking Things, and valu'd 'em for 
ftinking , fuch as Cream-Cheefes, Venifon, ^c. fo 
that in a fliort Time from a few, the Folly became* 
epidemical.

Would never take fo miiGh upon them. But to 
tetiirn whence I digreft'd : I fat with Bhrnnfl till it 
#4fe near the Time that I was to meet Ffibhigghe 
«t. i ^as very glad that I was £o near my Deli- 
very.; for T confeS that i was heartily tir'<i with 
playli^g fte Hypocrite ib long. I left her, feemingly, 
Bs mueheoncerned as fhe was, and walk'd towards the 
3Park, refleaing on her ftrange Behaviour and mon- 
ftrous Credulity : I was furpriz'd to think that I had 
gain'd her AfFedlions fb much at the firft Vifit, when 
rithers had ^ent fome Lunar Yeara in their Ad- 
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Natifrity, and well ^fie^ed tQ hk Gf>^€fnamvt% yOi 
I C99ldi 0ot imagine hf whfit it was caw'd^ ibr ik 
WM o»ore loud and fluriQ tji^a an; Soiuid c^ BeUv 
I had ever hcaid in Inland. I was inSomfd ibtit 
th^y had na BelU ia the jifeoo; and to iiipply that- 
Defea, they, iipon D/ayu oC Rejoicing, hfa cn^ 
tain Perfbns, fit for nathing eUe, to foment Q{uuk 
relfl between Wosoen, lb as that they might fbdA ; 
Thofe Women weie immediately carried to theTop» 
of Steeples, where f hey were fiiraifli'd with Liguof^ 
to enfiame their Ragie, and had thc^ Fomentoit 
ftanding by them, to take care that each fhould re- 
turn the ill Language Ihe received, tho' they were 
ready enough of themfelves to continue their loud 
Reproaches ^ and that thofe fcolding Women were 
wmt made iiich an horrible Dim Tckbrfi fiirdiec 
told me, that this Cuftom c^ putting the Icoldk^ 
Women upon the Tops of Steeples, had made them, 
for feme Years, paft keep their Tongues in more 
Subje&ion than they were wont to do, which ob* 
lig'd ^em to hire Perfbns to make them alarm the 
Kingdom. I could not but wiih that all the hud- 
tongu'd Woncien in mine own Country were traaf- 
ported to the Moon^ tiJl I confider'd, that by that 
Means poor Ireland would find a great Searcity of 
Wives, and perhaps in one Age be wholly uninha** 
bated. I have finoe thought that Philofbphers upon 
Earth might miftake this Noife in the M^gj^ for Mu^ 
iick, which made them firfl talk of the Mufick c£ 
the Spheres. 

Before I had Time to refledt upon what I had 
heard, we met with a Company dt Beafls, among 
wliom we could not difcover the leaft Ren^ains of 
Humanity, except in one, who had preferv'd hia 
Nofe 5 but I believe that was owing to his /Jot taking 
SnufF-, for I did not fee him take a Pinch during 
our Conference, as the reft did. Thofe were Per^ 
fbns, who to fhcw how ready th^y were to lenrd 
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ftflir Kisg^ h%i mack then^ftlves fo drunk, that 
they forgot how to help themfelve^j -, th^y mVd at 
i^ ik^t did »pt ftagg^r, ajod pronounced them di& 
9&StH Perfea^. A Swine that happened to be next 
to nae, had lifcp to h?ive thrown nie down with a 
Reel which he t«ek, tho' I happily kept nryfelf from 
felling: The reft feeing xm run from him, thought 
I had afiaid^fd him^ ^ fe»t an Hero to beat mo 
fog it. He cajM np to me, and aim'd a furious BlQ\ff 
at iny C^ekslkm i I avoided it, and he fell into the 
Gutter 5 the Gompanjf flii)Uted as if they had oh- 
tain'd a Victory, while wc roade what Hafte we 
Qcndd from them* Hqw much better, faid Tiklnf^ 
whea we were got from them* would thofe Perfbns 
p»Q¥e their Loyalty, if upon thi$ Day each wonld 
apply with rejiiarkabk Indyftry to that which might 
B^ike him ufeful in the Cammonweahh, ratiie]? 
than, by wifhing Health to ow Sovereign, impaic 
theif own, and by utterly extinguifliing their lit- 
tle Kea&n, if they had any lep:, render themleivea 
ib contomptibk to all that are not in the fame 
Condition ^ 

He had juft ended thi^ Refledtion when we en^ 
ter'd the Temple. I had not^ indeed, as 3ret enquired 
into the Belief of the Congregation I was now going 
to join with, which niay feern a little ftrange at firft 
Sight to any one who conliders what a vaft Number 
of Books a Man of my Parts might have devoured 
fince my Arrival •, fome of which ought to have 
taught me this Leffon^ that when a Man willingly 
does he knows not What, be may be guilty of he 
knows not what : But this could not polfibly be my 
Cafe 5 for I told yon befgr^, and you muft take my 
Word for it, that I was a perfeft Matter of theif 
Language 5 fo that I could not be guilty of I know 
not what, in affentiqg to what' I did not under- 
ftand ^ befides, X was refbl y'd for the prefent barely 
to obftrve what I faw, without any more Emotion 
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of Mind than if it had been my Fate to be a Sta^ 
tue for the Ornament of that Place. But here I 
will give the Reader fome Account of the Belief 
of this Seft, which v/as the moft numerous of any 
in the Moon. They were the Followers of the Py* 
tbagorean Dcftrine 5 and whatever they praftis'd, they 
confidently affirmed that' they had his €ipreft 
Command for, or elfe they made him to mea» 
Things as they fervid their Interefts, by giving 
his Thoughts a new Turn, and by making their 
Comments upon his Writings as authentick as 
what they were- defign'd to explain. Here it may 
be ask'd, how Pythagoras ever got into theM;o»? 
But I think it may be ask'd with greater Propri- 
ety, how he ever got to the Earth? For by exa- 
mining the Records in both Places, it will be 
found, that the firft Body which he animated was 
in the Moon^ and was the Body of a Corn-Cutter \ 
He lived very poorly in that State for many 
Years, till he was fet at Liberty by a Difeafe con- 
traded by fmellingftinking Toes. The next which 
he enter'd into was that of a Citizen, but in a fhort 
Time was fcolded out of that Tenement by his 
Wife. He ferv'd an Apprenticefhip of five Years 
immediately after in the Shape of a Coach-Horfe 
to a Lady of Quality, who kill'd him with going 
a-Vifiting. He was then transformed into a Spi- 
der, a Bailiff, an Whore, an Emperor, an Hang- 
man, a Greyhound, a Kitchen- Wench, a Lawyer, 
a F0X3 and a Mad-Man. In this laft Station he 
fet up for a Philolbpher, and'calFd himfelf ^jt/?^- 
goras. He was not always ftark mad, but had his 
Intervals of right Realbn •, in which he gain'd fb 
much upon his Hearers, that at length they took 
his mad Fits for nothing but furpriiing Flights of 
his Imagination. He gain'd fb much Credit in a 
little Time, that the greateft Abfiirdities confirm^ 
ed by an fyfe Dixitj were thought to be fuffici^ 
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cntly demonftrated. He us'd to harangue the Peo- 

51e upon the Fallibilit]^ of their Senles 5 and by 
eceiving them fcmetimes with Legerdemain^ in 
which'he. was very expert, brought them to belierc^ 
that their Senfes, being rightly difpos'd, the Objed 
at a proper Diftance, and in ia proper Medium, 
cou'd, and often did deceive '^m. So that, if a . 
Man caught him in Bed with his Wife, hewou'd 
' before he; got up deny the Fad, and then learn- 
edly prove, that the Cuckold was either afleep, or 
(bmewhere elfe at the fame Time ^ or elfe that 
himfelf was not Pythagoras^ but the Man of the 
Houfe 5 or elfe, if * he was hard put to it, that he 
was both. Should the poor Man, notwithftanding 
all this, ftill believe his Senfes, and that he was 
a Cuckold, he would indift him for what he had 
laid ^ and in cafe of Obftinacy (fo great was his 
•Power) put him to Death. He gave out that he 
had. a Golden Thigh, which the common People 
underftood literally 5 but the wifer Sort ha ve found 
out, that he meant only that one of his Breeches 
Pockets was conftantly full of that Metal •, whence 
his Followers, in Imitation of him, fpare no Pains 
to get it 5 andfome have been ih cunning as to 
pretend they never ufe any Money, tjiatthey 
might the more efafily keep all they got, and be 
Xurnilh'd with Neceflaries gratis. He order'd his 
Followers to abftain from all kind of Flefh, and 
from Beans.: What his Defign eou*d be in the fjrft; 
is thought to be only a Pretext to his Knavery, 
to deceive the People, by the feeming Aufterity 
.of his Morals. But his Followers could not play 
the Hypocrites ib well, they could not abftain 
from Flefh altogether, wherefore they allowed them- 
lelves the Ufe of it, except atfbmecertaih Times, 
fvhen they thought Fifh might be acceptable thro* 
Variety. Some think that by the. Word Ftejb 
he underftands all Animals 5 but this they rejedt, 
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«nd for a Reafbn, refer joa to their own CommeiA 
upon that Pairage, whore they have rendered it 
Land Animak Pythagoras hiintelf has given ug a 
Reafbn for abfhdning from Beans, v/x. hecaxdk 
thej are like Mens TeftidesL He did not haa^ 
bat that a Man's Tellicle had as good a Relifh as 
a Bean, which if it ihonld ever be found out, mi^ 
ccca£on the Caftratbn of Ibme of his FolloMrerBy 
and bj that means render them incapable ^ of 
Pleaiiuts which it was his Deiire they fhonld enjof , 
and he fbrefaw they wou'd be modx addided M. 
By thcie few lufiances, the refl may be gneffd 
at> and known, as well as Urcules by his Foot. 

Pytlyofpras had CL•r^ainly an odd Vay of thinking 5 
but ills Suoxilors have foand out Things that he ne- 
ver Jreani'd o£Ho taught,that when theSoul leaves H 
Body, it baxnucs happy or miferable, according to 
the Cinnnnlbances of the next Body that receive* it : 
But his Succelibi's teach^ that it is in their Bower to 
continue their Kindnefs to their Friends^ lAet 
their Separation from a Body ^ and to that End, 
have inveiied certain Perfons with Power to kaow 
what becomes of others, and make their Safl^rings 
have a Ipee Jy End ^ for they hold for their own 
Intereft, tkit their Friends arc miferable after 
leaving the Body they were laft in, and will con- 
tinue to be io till they aliift them. This plain- 
ly fhews, that Pythagitras was better natur'd thfl& 
lus Succeflbrs, who make their Gain of Peebles 
Mifery, which, tho' imaginary, wou'd become real, 
were it in their Power to make it fo. He indeed 
attributed much to Numbers, and was a great Pro- 
ficient in the Mathematicks ^ but they fiippoit a bad 
Caufe by the Numbers that adhere to it : Whence 
it will folloiir, that he that cheats half the World, 
is an honefter Man than him that cheats only a 
fourth Part. 

They 
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They are great Admirers of right Angles, and 
wou'd fain make it appear, that right Angles a- 
lone have more Efficacy than any other Figures 
that can be imagined 5 yet they cannot prove that 
Pphagoras was of that Opinion, In fine, they are 
to much taken up in admiring their Inftruftor, that 
they forget his Inftrudions. He orders them to 
worfhip the Gods 5 but they will worfhip him, or 
any Body elfe, as they pleafe 5 nay, fbmetimes you 
may find them in fo good an Humour, that they 
won't fcruple to pay Divine Worfhip to a rotten 
Poft. 

PythagornslWA. in great Repute for a long 
Time 5 and having fumciently eftablifli'd his Do- 
ftrine, he fhifted his Dwelling, and became a Foot- 
Soldier J but was obliged to forfake that Body by 
drinking Brandy : He had no fooner left the Ar- 
my, but he was obliged to animate an Oyfter, where 
he was allow'd the Liberty of Thinking, and com- 
posed his Jurea Carmina. He was fbon taken up, 
and devoured by a young Lady, who immediately 
became (b Learned, that there was no enduring 
her. Many purfue him thro' fe veral other Bodies ; 
but their Accounts have {b little to fupport 'em, that 
I rather chofe to omit them, than fet down any 
Thing but that which is founded upon the beft 
Authority. 

I Ihou'd now proceed to what I law in the 
Templcj but as all what I faw was myfterious, 
and Myfteries are not to be divulg'd, I muft be ex- 
cused for not difcovering what I faw. "When the 
Crowd was gone, Tckrff took me to fee the Rari- 
ties of the Place, and prevailed upon one that be- 
longed to it, to fhew them to us. We were led 
into a large Room full of Wonders -, to recount all 
which, would fill a large Volume, yet I will fet down 
a few which I remember above others. The firfl 
Thing he fhewed us was a Frying-Pan with but 
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one Handle, which was all the Houfliold Goods of 
a certain famous Pythagorean. The next was a 
large Cup with two Handles •, which was loak'd 
lipon as preternatural in the Age it was made, 
with an Infcription to this Purpofe, He is a Beafi 
that drinks more at one T'ime^ than he can lift with ont 
Hand. A fmall Bundle of Birch, confifting of ci^ 
Twigs and an half, with which a greatMan was wont 
to keep down proud Flelh. A Gallipot, in which 
was to be feen feme of the Brimftone which fy^ 
thagoras himfelf us'd to cure himfelf of the Itch a 
This is Ihewn to prove the Antiquity of that I^ 
ftemper in the Northern Parts, where Pythagoras 
for a while refided. A three-legged Stool; which 
retained fb much Virtue from the Perlbn who ud'A 
to fit upon it, that it wou'd cure Jealoufy: The 
jealous Perfbn was to fit upon this Stool three 
Hours, during which Time he was to believe 
firmly that his Confbrt was virtuous. An Horn, to 
drink out of, which would prevent Cucfcold^au ^ 
A Stone which had been laugh'd at for (peaking 
Nonfenfe, and had been ever fince filent. The^ 
are a few df the furprifing Things which I faw^» 
When we had vlew'd them all, and were going a- 
way, the good Man who had fhew'd them to us, 
took as much Water out of a Balbn, that ftood by 
the Door, a? he cou'd hold in his Hand, and thlpew. 
it in my Face, I apprehended that it was be- 
caufe I had given him nothings and thoM was 
^"g^y? I gave him fomething for his Trouble, and 
and took my Leave of thofe renowned Pythagore* 
ans. There were many other Seds of Philolbphers 
in^ the Town, who all hated the Pythagdreims^ M 
being notorious Cheats 5 tho' the Pythagoreans were 
even with them, by cutting their Throats, as often 
as they found Opportunity, and look^ upon mur- 
dering thofe that differed with them in Opinion, 
as a meritorious Aftion. Tckbrff defir'd ^e to go 
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apd Tee a Fomitain • which was in tht Midftof the 
Town, and which the Pythagoreans had often ftrove 
in vain to flop up. It was remarkable for the Pu- 
rity of its Water, and for not fufFering any Dirt 
to fettle in it. The more the Pytkagoreaw laboured 
to fupprefi it, the more it over-flow'd, and grew 
daily more famous, to their Sharae and Confufion. 
The Reafon of their Hatred to it was, that it had 
€o much Virtue, that an hearty Draught of its 
Water wou'd make the ableft Pythagorean renounce 
his Principles, if Obftinacy and Prejudice had not 
ufurp'd the Seat of his Underftanding, It had re- 
ftor'd many to their Human Shape, and proved an 
infallible Remedy again the Griping of the Guts ; 
where the Pain was fb great, that it made People 
look as if they were pdQTefs'd. It was under the 
King's immediate Care, who, upon his Coronation, 
had obliged himfclf to protedl it 5 and well did it 
deferve to have a Royal Patron, lince it was the 
greateft Bleffing that ever had been beftow'd up- 
on the Kingdom. It brought Peace and Plenty 
wherelbever it flowed, and guided the People in 
the true Road of Happinefi. It had a Guard coa- 
tinually lurrounding it, which was made firm to 
its Interefts by drinking of it. Many times did 
the Pythago¥ians hazard their Lives and Fortunes 
to a Man, in Hopes of deftroying it, and often 
caus'd luch an Eftufion of Blood upon its Banks, 
that it changed its Colour for a Time, tho' it ne- 
ver cotfd be corrupted. The Bodies of thofethat 
died in the Defence of it, were gently carried down 
the Stream that iffued from it into a remote Coun- 
try, where they received new Life, and enjoyed 
endlefs Happinefs. 

Many had defir'd to draw off its Water into 
their own GrcHinds 5 and to that End, had fecretly 
dug Paflages under the Earth, thinking that the 
Fountain wou'd pour its Water intothem, and by that 
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Means they would become fble Mailers of all iti 
Benefits: But they were all difappointed ^ for in 
their Way they conftantly met with fome Fountain, 
which they miftook for the true one 5 and were £b 
blinded with their own Conceits, that they could 
not fee that they had not come near the Fountain 
which they coveted, and that the Water which they 
had got, had none of thofe good Qualities whicn 
made the other fo defirable. Had they been con- 
tent to enjoy its Benefits in common, it was firfE- 
cient to fatisfy them all, let them be never fo gree- 
dy ; Yet each obftinately maintained that he was in 
the right 5 and to gain the Fountain he had found 
the more Repute, cry'd down the true one, I will 
not take upon me to fay that all the Philqfbphers 
which we had upon Earth were firft in the Mpo», 
tho' I have been often tempted to believe it, from 
the Conformity of the Opinion of feveral earthly 
Philofophers to thofe religious Seds in the iHbow \ for 
I obferv'd that there were Platonicks and Cynkks there : 
The former affefted magical Tranfports, and pretend- 
ed that they kept a Courier conftantly to bring them 
Intelligence from Heaven : The latter difler'd from 
them in this, that they admir'd an extraordinary 
Simplicity in their Garb, which, tho' different from 
that of other People, was as faftiionable as theirs ; 
lince it is Cuftom alone that alters Fafhions, and 
they had nearly ftuck to one Fafhion for many 
Years. They were the moft unmannerly People 
in the Moon^ and were fo politick, that they had 
perfiiaded many that they were in earneft, and 
that to be virtuous was to be unmannerly, and that 
we cannot be brought to Heaven with an Equi- 
page. It ' is furprizing to refled: upon what a Mul- 
titude is mifled, when all are allow'd to approach 
the lacred Fountain, and Perfbns appointed to take 
Care that thofe who come to drink obferve Rules 
prefcrib'd to them. 

CHAP, 
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CHAP. VII. 

Containing an Account of his going to a Coffcc- 
Houfe ; what he obfei'v^d ana heard there. 
His T^efign to go to a Play-Houfe. An Ac^ 
count of what Tckbrff faid to him before 
they went thither ; what he obferv'd and 
heard there ; with a natural Account for a 
Man's becoming a Critick. 

THB next Thing I went to fee was a Coffee^ 
Houfe, where we intended to trifle away our 
Time till the Play-Houfe was open : We went thi* 
ther, and took our Seats at a long Table, with a 
Defign to fettle the Affairs of the Nation ; for I 
muft confefi, that upon my entering the Coffee- 
Houfe I found myfelf infenfibly turn Politician, and 
become more concerned to find out the Deiigns of 
One a thoufand Miles diftant from me, than I was 
about returning to mine own Country, tho' I am 
fiire that my own Affairs were but in a very bad 
State when I left it. 

I had juft lighted my Pipe, and read a Paragraph 
of a Paper, in queft of Truth, where I was certain 
that there was an hundred to one againft my find' 
ing it, when my Thoughts were turned another Way 
by a Company that feated themfelves next to us. 
But before I inform againfl them, I will fet down 
the Subftance of a Fragment which I met with in 
Tckbrfs Library. It was a philofbphical Account of 
Mens meddling with Affairs that do not belong to 
them, when they enter Coffee-Hcufes. It firflprov'd 
that Coffee was of an hot and dry Nature, and took 
it for granted that it.jyas much us*d in Houfes that 
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took their Names from It 5 sis likewile that the finer 
Parts of the Coffe$ were floating in the Air which 
fiird thofe Houies. This was proved, if any doubted 
it, by People's, fmelling the Coffee upon Entrance, 
It next enquired into the Nature of Politicks, and of 
the ordinary Difcourle oS Coffee-Houfes^ both which it 
proved to be of an h©t and dry Conftitution ^ whence 
twas inferr'd, that Coffee was the Caufe of thole 
Dilcourfes from their Likenefs. It was further 
hinted, that this HypotheCs of the Coffee floating in 
the Air, might account for thofe People's Behaviour 
who were not able to purchafe a Difh of Offeey fince 
it is fiippos'd that they are all endued with the Senfe 
of Smelling, and that every Body knows how near 
the Brain, the Seat of all Senfation, the Nofe is placed. 
The Company jufl: mention'd confifting of an He- 
CoaXy an Hedgehog, and a Porcupine, the Matter 

' in Debate was, whether there was any fuch Thing 
as Love 5 and whether any Perfbns ever kill'd them- 
ielves for Love. The Goat, by whofe Looks and 
Difcourfe I difcover'd that he was married, denied 
toth the Quefl:ions, and (aid. That though Hiflx)ry 
fiirnifhed us with many Inftances of People that run 
into another World to look for a Mifl:refs, ytt a 
jreafonable Man is not obliged to believe one Word 
ef it, when he can aflign another Caufe for tlteir 
lb (udden Departure 5 as, that a Man may have his 
Pockets pick'd by a Female, and hang himfelf for 
the Lofi of his Money, as many have done 5 or elfe, 
\y watching for Entrance at a Back-Door, catch Cold, 
and fpit Blood, whence filly People might think his 
Throat was cut 5 or, if a Man that was going to Sea 
had a Mind to learn to fwim with his Cloaths on, 
if he fliould chance to be drowned in learning, why, 
forfooth, he was in Love. He then argued like a 
Philofbpher, and a married one too, from his own 

» Experience, tJ}at there was no fuch Thing as Love^ 
but what was £b call'd, might be refblv'd into a De- 
fire 
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fir* rf Money, Iirfereft, Eafe, or fteic fudh Ptfai- 
cipks of our Adiong 5 and further, defo'd his Omu- 
panions to coniider how heartily the moft profefi'd 
and ardent Lovers hated (Mie ancther in the EJid <£ 
their Aoquaintance. The Hedgehog affirmed, thflcC 
there was fiK:h a Thing as Love, tho' not in the 
ftriOeft Serrfe, that is, that one Perfon alone caa 
be theObjeft of the Defires of another 5 and ar^dl 
likewife from Experience, that he had a Dozen 
Miflxeffes at one Time, not one of which he Wd 
afeoVe another : But it was his throwing down A^ 
pies in an Orchard, and then rolling himfclf aiHoxig 
them, to make them ftick to his Sides, that firft 
madlB him be of this Opinioa The Porcupine wa« 
of his Opinion, with a Diftindion, that is, that one 
may lov« a great many, tho' not in the fame in- 
ftant 5 and that if a Man fhould chance to meet tw(^ 
or three of his Beloved in one Place, and at <mc 
Time, he muft love none of them for that Time, 
becauft his Love is divided, tho' he could murder 
himfelf for any one of them, confider'd feparately 
from the reft ; and for Proof of this he fwore, that 
he would kill himfelf the next Day^ if the firft of 
bis Charmers which he met did not ufe him kindly* 
He then call'd for a Difh of Cofee, and fhot a Quill 
at the Wench who brought it to him ; and, to con- 
firm his Doftrine^ lov'd her for half a Night, till 
her Mafter wa« getting up. The Clock ftruck, and 
the learned AfTembly, for Reafbns beft kn^wn to 
therafelves, departed I am not well able to de- 
termine the Caufe of this Company's talking of 
Love in a Cofee-Houfe, unlefs it be that they were 
tir'd with Politicks, and, for Relaxation of their 
Minds, deflgn'd to difcourfe of a fbfter Subjedl:. 
As fbon as they were gone, we began to think of 
the Piay-Houfe^ and Tckbrfftold me, that it would 
be proper to go thither early, that we might get a 
convenient Seat 3 for he believed that the Houfe 
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would be much crowded that Night 5 and by this, 
(aid he, a Man may judge of the People's Inclina- 
tions. The Play which is to be afted to Night is 
one that extenuates Vice without condemning it^ 
and that contains all the falfe Arguments that can 
be brought in Defence of Gallantry, which, if eia- 
min'd, will prove to be nothing lefs than fafhionable 
WickedneCs. The Houfe is always full when Ho- 
nefty is brought on the Stage t6 be laugh'd at, or 
when the Ihining Charadler in the Play be the Cha- 
radter of an hardened Villain, that calls himfclf a 
fine Gentleman. This People forgets how Glory, 
and the Charafter of a fine Gentleman, •was ac- 
quire of old. 'Twas Virtue, and a Love for their 
King and Country, that made the Gentleman. But 
now the Learning of the Age has turned the Duft 
of a Campaign into fweet Powder ^ and thofe 
which fliould weild a Sword, have now learn'd the 
iaihionable Airs of managing a SnufF-Box. The 
^Writers of Plays well know which Way the People's 
AfFedionstendij and, to comply with their depraved 
Humour, have always introduced Virtue and Inno- 
cence in the utmoft Diftrefs, as if Affliftion were 
their infeparable Attendant, whilft Vice is gene- 
rally brought in in Triumph, and by a falfe' Glofi 
afliimes the Appearance of Virtue. This is not to 
change Names, but Things, even Things of the 
greateft Confequence. But let us haften to the Play 
Houfey where, by the Acclamations of the People, 
you may confirm what I have faid, as well as by 
what you will fee reprefented on the Stage. 

We went thither accordingly, and found all that 
Tchbrff had faid to be true ^ for the Houfe was fbon 
fiird, and by good Luck we got to a Seat were we 
could fee all that was done in the Houfe very dif' 
tindtly. But as our greateft Plcafures have their Al- 
loy of Bitternefs, it here prov'd my Cafe 5 for I 
had proposed a great deal of Pleafure to myfelf in 
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feeing a Play in the Moon^ and probably would 
have enjoy'd it, had I not been feated where I 
wa$ • for there was an Animal that fat next to me 
which gave me great Uneafinefs, both by his Looks 
and Speech. He had a moft frightful and meagre 
Countenance •, and the Sight of him made me 
think,, that whenfoever a Poet drew the Pidure of 
Envy, he muft certainly mean an Animal of this 
Species. I cannot compare him to any one Brute 
that I faw in Ireland 5 for he was a Compound of • 
many Brutes, tho* a Cur feem'd to conftitute the 
greateft Part of him. It were well for Children, 
and Women with Child, if he were obliged to wear 
a Mask, to prevent Mifcarriages, and the frightening ^ 
of foolilh Children out of th^ir Wits. During the 
whole Time of A(3ioh, he was railing at the Poet 
and the Players, and for thembfl: part found Faults 
where there were none 3 and if any Thing was faid 
which he was forced to acknowledge to be good, tho* 
* that happened but rarely, he would curie himfelf ; 
for not being. able to think fb welL 

When the Play was over, I enquired of TMrff 
who that Perfbn I juft mentiprfd was. He told me 
that he was a Critick, or one that is never pleas'd, 
if he is pleased at all, but when he is finding out 
real Faults in Writings, or making hew ones. He 
is one that is hated by, and hates all Writers : His 
Obfervations are often trifling, and foreign to the 
Purpofe : He would not think a Month ill beftow'd 
in finding out the Orthography of a proper Name, 
or upon what Syllable of it the Accent was to be 
plac'd : But he has this Curfe attending him, that 
he can raife Spirits often, which he cannot lay ^ and 
after his greateft Labours, is generally more igno- * 
rant of what he enguir'd into, than he was at the 
Beginning. There are many Caufes aiiign d for a 
Perfbn's becoming of this Clafs : Some will have ill 
Nature to be the only Caufe of it 5 and aU'edge, that 
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it Ts vifiBle in every Feature of* U$ CbuhtfenSiice. 
Others tliink, that ill Nature, join'd tb'i Sfeiife of 
his own rgnorarice, is the Gaufe 6( it ^ whicli mjflte* 
him ftrive to malie othersf appear as igiloJfsciit zs he 
is p^rfuaded tM he himfelf is: But to thiff isl oB- 
jeded, that Criticks are very conceited!, ot at leift 
feem fo, of their own Abilities. The liiol^ ratioiial 
Account of this is founded upbn a'n Explication of 
the natural Caufe of it, % tfhe Otfervatibn^wliicAi 
were made upon the Brain of ohe of thofe jinimats: 
It was obferv^d' that there' Wetie fnany littl6 Am- 
nials not unlike thofe found in Books, whidi we 
call Book-Wormsj running about the piii6ai Gfani 
From whtence the Anatomift argues thus : Since ibt 
Seat ot tMSoui is in* th'e piiieal Gland, btcaufe it 
is allow'd ta Be wholly iti the whole .R>dt, and 
wholly in every t^art, oir, to uf6 thair 1lr6ras, whtf 
deny the finrff Fbfition, lihaf it i'i fofum inki6.. & to^ 
tnm in qualiiet parte, it fblfows, that thol^fittlfe Ani- 
Trials which inliabit ihe pineal Gland, riHift ^ffeft 
the whole SouL gut ftill the Queftion i^i l^liy tlioffe 
littleAnimals, by thus affeaing the wtidU S&ul,&6tild 
mate a Mail a Critick ? 

to which I aiifwer, that fead Cbmp'aftf ^ifl fpfdil 
any Man, aij4 foon inake him of thfeif {Principles. 
Now eVery Body allows, fhat it is thfe cflief Btrfi- 
nefs of thofe Animals to ntake Hole^ in all the 
Books they coriie at, never confideriM Wfafethfei" the 
the Book they lite oh deferves fuch Treatment, or 
not ^ and that the Soul is continually affeaed by 
thefe Animals, may be thus proved : Experience 
convinces us, that it is polGble for larger Animate 
to get into the Brain ^ but thofe larger Animals muft 
leave a fenfible Mark of their Entry, which the 
Book- Worms do not. But why ftiould we wonder 
that we do not perceive the Holes by which they 
enter, fince we cannot perceive the Holes through 
which the Rays of Light pafs ? And to make this 
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the more reafbnable, it is held, that thofe Animals 
are taken into the Brain when they are very young, 
and much about the Size of a pretty big Ray of 
Light, which, by the By, is a Reafon why a Man 
does not become a great Critick of a fudden, but 
daily improves, ^s tljofe Animals grow up, and 
comedo a wl5rfeUi[e of v their Faculties. The Man* 
-ner of their getting into the Brain is ;by Attraction 
^throogfrtfie OEyes 5 for when. the iBrainis heated by 
intenfe Thinking, it isallow'ditoatt^^ more ftrpng- 
ly than when it is cool. This Opportunity is taken 
.hold of, fpr their Entrpr along with, the Roys of Light 
^throi^gh the Coats and Uunpiours of tlie JEye, till they 
,ftrike upon tlje .Gptidc Nerve -, in jvHich there are 
iiq&nfiBle ^qles for the Paflage of , the Animal 'Spi- 
rits, through which tl?ey are attrafted into the Sub- 
iftance of -the^Br^ia ,Tbofe little Animals wan4er 
^for fbme Tiipe i^ the Subftsmge oif. the Brain, till 
they cpme ,to the pineal Gliand, to which they, are 
invited by its pleafant Situation, It is to no Purr 
.pofetoobiea,;that if. they were attraded ^through 
the Ey^ xn this Manner, they mi^ht blind a Man, 
iince the l^n»e Objedion lies againA the Rays e>f 
Light 5 or tp fay, that they would eat the Bi:ain, for 
lack Qf oth^r^Fopd,^ fince it is more probable, that 
-they would rather . chufe to cat one §nother than 
,the,Brain, whole T»fl:e is qijite difl^rent from that 
of Paper ^^nd t^at it js r^ej^fpipabie to fiippofe that 
their .Bodies ^re of a Tafte^pot unlike jt, as many 
.nige Pa^at^s ha,ve a^red f|s, fince they were firft 
bred in ilijk^dfP^er. Befides, thqy are known 
to breed,^ f^ft, that. t^wp.^te CuflRpient to;ftpek a 
^gdpm in , a fjiort j^ime, .prpvided,th<5y be Male ^ 
^n4>Fei2;iak.

Containing an Account of his ^r earn : Its Ex^ 
travagance accounted for. His being awa^ 
ken'd by Teo^le dancings with fotne Ob^ 
fervations upon a Ball.

WHEN Tckhrff had ended this Account, I took 
my Leave of him, and repaired to my Lodg- 
ings, to go to Reft, being fufEciently tir'd with the 
Labours of the Day •, but I muft not omit that I 
ihpp'd before I lay down. I had not been long in 
Bed before I fell into a profound Sleep, in which I 
had the following Dream. I do not doubt but that 
lying down upon a full Stomach, might, partly by 
the Vapours which afcended from my Stomach to 
my Brain, contribute fbmething to fet my Imagina- 
tion to work 5 and if the Vapours which afcend 
from the Stomach to the Head afFefl: the Imagina- 
tion, I can very well account for the Extravagance 
and Incoherence of my Dream, fince thofe Vapours 
muft coi\fift of fbmething compounded of the dif- 
ferent Sorts of Things which I eat : Yet, not to beg 
the Queftion, I will confirm the Doftrine of I know 
not what Vapours afoending from the Stomach to 
the Brain, by the Teftimony of every old Woman 
that can order a Vomit for the Head-Ach 5 and as 
thofe Vapours were material, that is, composed of 
Matter finely 'prepared, and as all Matter muft 
have (bme Form, it is certain that the Parts of Mat- 
ter which conftituted thofe Vapours were of feveral 
different Forms. Now it is confefs'd that thofe dif- 
ferent Forms of the Parts of Matter, is the Reafon 
•f the Difference which we perceive in Bodies by 
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tafting. Experience alfo tells us, that by miJili^ 
Bodies we may alter what we call their Tafte, or 
Sapor : Now I will leave it to any Man to judge 
what a ftrange Confufion of Figures there muft be 
in that Man's Stomach, who fupp*d as I did before 
he lay down: I. eat of Flelh of three Kinds, with five 
Modifications, or, as we call it in mine own Coun- 
try, Ways of putting Sauce about^ it, and drefling 
it I muft be excused for not difcovering all that 
I knbw of it, fince I apprehend that it would en- 
courage a new Sedl to minifter to the Luxury of 
our modern Epicureans : I eat of two Kinds of Fifli, 
with four Modifications, with other Things which 
were calFd Eatables, tho' I am fiire I could never 
make a Meal of them, that had above twenty feven 
different Modifications, which I counted 5 they were 
very like Sweetmeats. All this confider'd, plainly 

" proves that thofe Vapours which were bred m Con- 
fufion, could never end in Regularity and Exafl:- 
nefs, efoecially if we take into the Account the Va- 
riety of Liquors which I drank at my Meal, moft 
of which were very volatile. Surely no Philofopher 
will deny that the Soul cannot be as eafily, at leaft, 
affedled in the Head, as in the Tongue, when he 

* confidersthe Texture of both, and that the Vapours 
which afFedl the Soul in the Brain, bear the fame 
Proportion to that which affedts the Soul in the 
Tongue, that the Brain does to the Tongue. 

But as Dreams are often very extravagant, there 
muft be no great Exaftnefs expected in mine : I 
thought that I was feated in the Play-Houfe of Duhlin 
upon the Earth, near two Criticks, (of the &me 

' Shape with thofe above mentioned ,) before the Cur- 
tain was drawn, who were in earneft Difpute; each 
anfwered the Doubts which the other proposed, by 
raifing new ones ^ and they pals'd from one QueP 
tion to another fb faft, that they determined none. 
The Difpute was about the Curtain : One ask'd, whe-

JPinger, and that be fow*d it by . Candle JLight : 
Tfhe other affirm'd, that it was by Daylight, nnde 
.cue might fee thro' it: To which was ^a^pfWef'd, 
4bat the Holes which were ip it, were the JEffeft 
of the Taylor's Negligence in preffing k with a 
<ob hot Iron. This was obftinately Mnj^d; and 
ttben both quoted the Records of .the Jilay-Mfif^, 
.fox a Proof of their contrary Opinions. St length 
4he7 became fo angry, by the Qppofition thej met 
4iirith from each other, tbat they .forgot what Xh^y 
£rft contended about, ^nd proceeded to dor^d A- 
rluie. 

While thefe two were thus abufing each other, a 
f Gentleman, with a very thinking CountQnapce, ad- 
.drefs^dhimfelf to me, and faid. You ftp, 5ir, how 
/thdfePerfons difpute warmly about Trifle;^ : I* 4^ 
certain, th^t a Philofopher may learn a goodLef- 
lon from any Things but thefe. two cannot hit up^ 
.on the,Method of it. If a Man muft choofe that 
Curtain for a Stibjeft, lethimtaJce the Adorsand 
Audience into Confideration alfb. You miiy ob- 
.ferve, that in the Curtain before us, there are 
I three remark;able Holes, if we .may call that Slit 
jatbe Middle one: The two outermoft, , by bare 
vlpo^rig at them, difcoyer that .there was fbme 
Jpains taken with them, and the Rent in the Mid- 
fdl?, Feems to be at .firft J)egun by ibn>e ,Bo4/s

Thefe Hofe* 
are Kke the works of Ariflotk and his Cottt&oi^ 
which \)^re muft tujrii o^-er before vt€ are allowed txi 
bte Part of the leatrned World, or, tof|)eak ftiore^^ 
n^raiiy, like the^ beaten Paths of KiioMrledge. Mtell 
fli^t take all npoft iTruft, ftoop down to peep f href 
t!he Holes : Thtofe are liiefe Drudges, fit fat 
lidtAirig eife, but to carry the Burthen of aiiothei'i 
KnoWkd'ge: Others fomeWhat fuperior to thet«, 
dildain to ftoop, without Reafon, to another's Seft^ 
timeiitis, arid by a Strength of Mind, raife the Htole 
t6 thdl: 6Wri Height, yet are to6 cowardly to at-« 
t6in^,t uncommon Paths, f he Rent near tht T^fij^r 
die is the Effeft of a Geniusi far above cXhetii^ 
dWd plainly Ihews th^ Art had nd hand in it. f caf 
rt is tdrn, hot cttt, and his rendered the t^eli t^ 
IfoVe it capaible of being reftt in the fame JVhit* 
litir, if Art does not iiiterpofe. to this th^ Cele- 
brated 6f afl Ages cattle -. and it eiav be bbferVd^ 
that the top of the Slit do^s riot rile higher thait 
the taileffi Perforins Head that comes to it. thefe 
2iU the Men that find Truth by undommon Mer 
thods, and every one that approaches, it ftretches, 
if not breaks a Thread otx two : Others being 
filae'd in a Way where they might find one of 
nibfl Holes, thro^ a Stupid Cafelcfnefs, deQjiffe 
ihttti all, and intend to look at the World thro* 
the Diftaiice of the Threads in the firft Part df 
the curtain they come to. To this End they ptifti 
the Curtain fbmewhat before thetn, and if they 
^e any thing at all, they fee it very confhftdly ^ 
and tho' they remove the Curtain a little forward, 

yet 
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yet it falls back again beyond its due Situation^ 
We may next confider thofe that come to the 
Sides of the Curtain • of which fbme peep, others 
Ihew their whole Body : The former are thofe, 
which would obferve the World and inftrua it, 
without being known 5 the latter dare ftand its 
Cenfiire, and Ihew their Perfbn to give an Authori- 
ty to their Writings. The Walking of thofe be- 
mnd the Curtain to and fro, may be called the 
Dilputes which are among the Learned, each of 
which would fain prove the reft Blodc-heads, thro' 
a vain Conceit, that two of a Trade can never a-. 

gree 5 biit cannot all the Learned much better 

Here I was awakened, much troubled that I had 
not Time to ask this vifionary Gentleman fbme 
Queftions. 

I was awakened by a Noife that was made in . 
the next Houfe to me : I arofe immediately, as. 
well to fee what was the Caufe of this Noife. 
which I heard, as to commit my fleepin^ Confe- 
rence to my Writing, fince I was very diftruftful 
of my Memory. When I had taken this Abftradl 
of my Dream, (for I dare not be very pofitive 
in faying that I heard nothing but what I fet down) 
I went out to the Place where the Noife was made. 
I was mightily furpriz'd at my Entry, to fee fo ma- 
ny People making fools of themfelves by certain 
Rules, and dancing them felves into Brutes to Mu- 
iick. They called this Affembly a Ball, by a Me- 
taphorical Eiprefllon^ for as in a round Piece of 
Matter, which is ufually called a Ball, all the Parts 
which make up this Ball are equally fubjefl: to all 
the Motions that can be given to the Ball^ fb in 
this Affembly, every one that came into the Room 
was equally liibjedl to be made a Beaft and a Fool 
of And farther, fince a Globe fet upon a Plain, 
as Philofbphers tells us, if once moved, would move 
for ever, if fbmething did not hinder it •, (b when 

thofe' 
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tho{e People have once begun to dance, if their 
Strength did not fail them, they would never leave 
off! Befides, they call themfelves a Ball, from a 
Cuftom which they have of forming a Circle with 
their Bodies, as Horfes do about a Pond, when ma- 
ny go to drink at once. I could not but be griev'd , 
to lee People applaud each other for their Imitati* 
on of Beafts, fince every Motion of theirs was de* 
figned to imitate fbme Creature which they de- 
fpifed. The Creatures which they chiefly imitated^ 
were Ducks, Horfes, and a Pack of Dogs playing 
after a plentiful Meal : Their Imitation of Ducks, 
which was flow, and waddling, they called Drptxye 5 
it may be rendered, without much Straining, a JVIi- 
nuet : Their Imitation of a Trooper's Horfe, when 
he is eiercifing, may be rendered Jiggs: And their 
Imitation of Dogs, Country-Dances. Their Jiggs 
were called CfdmnOj and their Country-Dances 
Glghdne. There were fbme who attempted to imi- 
tate the Flying of Birds 5 but'thofe that could 
raife themfelves higheft from the Ground, were 
mofl: hurted in their Fall. It is but trifling to urge, 
that by Dancing we learn a graceful Carriage 
and genteel Behaviour, fince thofe Beafts which 
we imitate are void of bothj and Reafon alone 
fliould diredt us in acquiring them, tho' Cuftom 
is now the univerfal Diredtor : But ftill the Diffi- 
fti^lty is to account, for this Propenfity to imitate 
Bj;utes. Philofophers divide the jif petite into ratio- 
iial and fenfitive^ the former is peculiar to Men, 
the latter we have in common with Beafts : When 
the Rational governs, all Things are well, and we 
live as we ought to do : But, frorh the Moment 
fhat the fenlitive gets the upper Hand, we. com- 
mence Brutes, Now the Soul is fuppos'd to have 
its rational End uppermoft, when Men do the 
ordinary Offices of Life, which they are obliged to : 
But this is a grand Miftake ^ for the Generality of 

H Men 
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Men eat and fleep by mere Inftind. Befides, t 
never heard tell of a Medium, which the Philofb- 
phers cou'd agree to, between Man and Beaft : 
Hence it is probable, that in a Man's learning 
to become a Fool, or to dance, that by the vior 
Ipnt and frequent Motion of his Body, hefhakes 
the rational End of his Soul into his Heels, which 
being accuftom'd to govern, and impatient of Sub- 
jeftion, caufes fbme Unealinefs in the lower Parts, 
and keeps them always in Motion. Befides, it is 
no great Wonder, that thofe who have the Soul 
of a Beaft to direft their upper Parts, fliou'd be 
ftrongly inclined to brutal Ailions, 



CHAP. IX. 

Confaming an Account of his failing under- 
JVater : The Manner of it. The Boafsjplit^ 
,ting againft a Rock : Their being received 
into a fubterraneous Cavern : Their Recef^ 
tion. An Account of mechanical Poetry: Sac- 
tuffV Ktndnefs to them. 

Hitherto I had liv'd as happily as I could 
expeft at fiich a Diftance from mine own 
Country- and now I began to think ferioufly of 
fettling in the Moon for the Remainder of ^iiij^ 
Life ^ and after ftudying a long Time in vS^ 
how to get back to the Earth, I concluded that it 
was impoffible, tho' Experience has lince convinced 
me of my Error. How often have I at Night, ^ gaz'd 
at the dear Planet I was born in ? Whilft it 
difpens^d its Light and kind Influence to the Moon^ 
\ would oft, with the greateft Sorrow, call upon 
my Friends in it. as if they cou'd hear me, or 
lend me any Afliltance: Then would I refledtup-. 

its 
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on its Beauty, and blanie myfelf for having once 
thought that it wais iefi glorious than other Pla- 
nets. At length I refolv'd to find Contentment 
in the Mowj which is fo hard to be found in the 
Earth, and tnake a Choice of Neceffitj^ But cruel 
Fortune, whoft Power reached even thither, envi- 
ed me this Happinefs vrhieh I proposed to my- 
ielf, and refblv'd to lead nie into more Danger^. 
Amidft my firm RefbluticJns to decline meddling 
with State Aflairs, and innocently enjoy my mo- 
derate Penfion, Tc*^3f came to me, and told me 
he had invented fbmethidg ^<»^rth my feeing. It 
was a Boat to fail in under Water. I immediate- 
ly ask'd how we fhould breathe ^ and he told me, 
he had provided feveral Bottles full of Animal 
Spirits, which he had gathered by tying thcfe Bot- 
tles to Perfohs Nofes that were dying. The Boat 
after we had entet'd into it, and diligemly ftopp'd 
^11 the Holes to keep out the Water. Was to be 
Bird with thofc Spirits, which would abundantly 
compenfate the want of Air. I doubted what he 
laid, till he afTur'd me that he had already made 
the Experiment, and had A fufficient Quantity of 
Animal Spirits for one Da/fe failing. Upon this I 
went with him to the Boat, which cou'd contain but 
three Perfbns with the Bottles. We took along 
with us an old Mathematiciaiiv to fteer for us^ who 
by his Skill, cou'd link the Boat to any Depth re- 
quired. When we had ehterM the Boat, and care- 
fully ftopp'd every Hole which might let in the 
Water, Tckhjf operfd the Bottles^ one by one, as 
we began to want frefh Air-, and indeed they made 
our Refpiratiori very pleafent, for the Spirits foon 
foiund a PalTage into every Part of our Bodies, 
«rid caus'd all our Members to breathe, as well as 
perform other Animal FianSioiis. 

The next Thing we fet about, was to fink th^ 
Boatj which the dd Gentleman perform 'd in a ve- 
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ry wonderful Manner : He began firfl: to demoEh 
ftrate, that there was a Principle of Gravity inhe- 
rent in all Matter, which made it tend to the Cen- 
ter. Tckbrffy who knew the Part he was to ad, 
would now and then deny Ibmething that he had 
iaid. The old Gentleman, to confirm his Affertion, 
would give a mathematical Thump to the Bottom 
of the Boat, which would caufe it fenfibly to de- 
fcend 5 and thus he would link it to any Depth re- 
quired. Whenever we had a Mind to raife the 
Boat, the old Gentleman would fuffer his Hypo- 
thefis to be refuted, and withhold his Demonftra- 
ti\^e Fift- ' 

We faird very plealantly for about a League, 
and law all the Wonders of the Deep : There were 
three Windows in our Barge made of tranlparent 
Steel 5 one ©f each Side, and one at the Stem, My 
Veracity in this may be doubted •, but when a Man 
conliders that Bodies are made tranfparent when 
their Pores lie in reftilinear DiredHons, the only 
Difficulty will be to prove that Steel may have its 
Pores di^os'd in this Manner-, and the beft Way to 
prove this, will be to explain the Manner in which 
the Steel was made tranlparent. The^ old Gen- 
tleman, before mentioned, took three Pieces of Steel, 
and beat them with an Hammer till they were 
very thin : This Work indeed required fome Time. 
He then took the Steel Plates, and put each of 
them between two Fires of equal Degrees of Heat, 
and let them remain io long between the Fires, 
that the Particles of the oppolite Fires, by their 
afting upon the Steel, and attrafting each other, 
at length found a Pallage through the Steel, which 
was made pliable by their uninterrupted Aftion on 
either Side. When he found that the Holes, through 
which the Fire had pals'd, were big enough to fuf- 
fer the Rays of Light to pals through, he threw Wa- 
ter upon the Steel Plates, which cooFd them, and 

made 
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made them hard : This being done fiiddenly^ kept 
the Pores as wide when the Steel was cold, as it was 
when it was aSed upon by the Fires. He did not 
venture, indeed, to polifh the Plates, lefthefhould 
flop the Pores by rubbing upon them. Through 
thefe three Windows we look'd into the Sea ^ for 
the Holes through which the Light pafs'd were too 
fmall to fufFer the leaft I^article of Water to enter 
at, and avoided many Rocks, as well as obferv'd 
the Behaviour of the Fifties, I could obferve fbme 
moving gently along for their Recreation, and o- 
thers, with a more thoughtful Countenance, moving 
precipitantly, to difpatch fbme Bufinefs. There was 
a Fifli taken Prilbner by two others at our Right 
Side : I judged th^t he was taken Prifbner, by his 
being feiz*d by the Gills, and forcibly carried back 
by the Road he came. His Crime, I fuppofe, was 
Theft •, for he carried a Piece of Flefli in his Mouth, 
which he dropped as fbon as he was feiz'd ^ but it was 
taken up by one of his Attendants. We were de- 
sirous to know what would be the Event of this 
that we had feen, and accordingly delir'd our old 
Gentleman to fleer after them, 

Happy had it been for us, if we had not been fb 
curious ^ for our Pilot, inftead of minding his Way, 
was taken up in confidering whether he might not 
-demonflrate a mathematical Problem by the Mo- 
tions of thofe Fifties Tails. In this profound Con- 
templation he was fb wholly taken up with obfer- 
ving the Fifties Tails, that he took no Notice of a 
Rock, which he fhould have left at the Larboard- 
Side, but drove diredtly againfl: it, and fplit the 
Boat. I fpy'd the Rock as we were upon it ^ but 
it was too late to prevent the certain Death which 
I immediately expefted. Our Boat came with great 
Violence againfl: the Rock, (for we made all the Way 
we could,) and fplit into an hundred Pieces : We 
fhould all have immediately perifti'd, had it no^: 

been 
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been for the wonderful Adventure which we met 

with. 

Our Boat had no fboner ftruck againft the Rock, 
hat it opened, and difcover'd a large and lightfbme 
Apartment : A very uncouth Figure came Ipeedily 
to the Opening of the Rock, and puffd us all in, 
to know what we wanted. As foon as we got fafe 
in, he cWd the Rock, and told us, in the Lan- 
guage of Qnqns^ that had he taken us into his Lodg- 
ing to fave us from bei^g drown'd. Before we had 
given him an Account of our coming thither, he 
pitched upon the old Mathematician to fifeak fot 
us, expefting that he would declare the Truth. 
Indeed he related Matters of Fadl juft as they hap- 
pened 5 and our Treatment would have been more 
favourable than it was, had not he vedturM to ex- 
plain in his own Terms the Manner of finking and 
raifing the Boat Our Hoft was confounded at this 
new Doftrine, and took us for Conjurerers : Upon 
which he ordered us to be chained, to prevent our 
doin^ any Mifchief, and fet a Guard to prevent our 
drawing Figures, which fat heavier upon the old 
Man than his Chains. 

When we were thus confined, I had Leifiire to ob» 
ferve the Place we were in, as well as the Behaviour 
of thofe that were at work in it ^ for there were 
leveral employed in Spinning, and working at An- 
vils. The Light which we had, was made by Pieces 
of ftinking Fifh, hung up and down 5 but I could 
by no Means gucfs at what they were working. At 
length I prevailed upon a gentle Youth, that was 
fet to watch us, to give me an Account of their 
Manner of working. He told me, that thofe at the 
Wheels were foinnirig Sonnets, Odes, Epigrams, 
and all the eaner Kinds of Poetry. I was furpriz'd 
at this Relation, till he eiplain'a to me the Man- 
ner of their Spinning. They firft took the Letters 
•f their Alphabet, and fet them down in all the 
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various Cafes that the^ were capable of, in long 
Pieces of Paper, whole Breadth did not exceed half 
an Inch -, they next twifted this Paper with their . 
Wheels, till tnofe Letters which appeared on the Out- 
fide of the Thread were jumbled into a Poetical 
Line. Thofe Lines were carefully let dpwn in a 
Day-Book by one appointed for that Purpole ^ from 
which they were transferred by others into another 
Book, and rang'd in harmonious Order, according 
to their Agreement or Dilagreement. Whenlbever 
it happen^ that a Thread was broke, they piec'd 
it with a proper Name, an old Proverb, or a Si- 
mile •, of which they always had a good Store ready 
made for thofe Occalions. It is not ftrange that 
thole Poets Ihould make thole Verles thus mecha- 
nieally, to any one that confiders how poffible the 
Work is ^ for where the Vowels and Conlbnants are 
£b varioufly mix'd, and fuch a Quantity of them oa 
each Side of the Paper, it neceflarily follows, that 
in Twifting lome of the Letters muft be hid, whilll 
thole that appeared on the Sides of the Thread as 
certainly muft make Words, as that Words are 
made of Vowels and Confonants. I will not lay 
that the uniform Motion of the Wheel, and 
the Squeezing of the Letters according to Art, 
contributed nothing to their Endeavours, Indeed, 
they could not find a Line which was good Senlc 
upon every Thread, tho' upon Ibme they found two 
or three, when the Spinfter was skilful, and the 
Paper able to endure manyTwiftings. Abbrevia- 
tions and Apoftrophes were occalion d by Ibme Let- 
ters feeing hid in a Wrinkle, which did really be- 
long to the Line, tho' the Skill of the Spiuftcrs 
could not force them to Ihew themlelves. 

As ta thbfei at work at the Anvils, laid he, they 
are employ'd in making Epick Pdems : Their Haiii- 
xners are of Leads, and their Anvils of Crab-Tree: 
They have all the Letters of the Alphabet- writtea 

feverally 



feverally on feparate Pieces of Paper: Thofe Pieces 
:^re generally fquare, and one of their Sides never 
exceed a Quarter of an Inch. Soft Clay is what 
they work at, with thofe Letters ftrew^d in it : They 
beat this Clay till a Line, or half a Line, may be 
read on fome Side of it 5 which being written, as 
before, they begin to hammer afrefli for another 
Line, and fbon. This Work is, indeed, more difficult 
than the former, and requires great Art in mana- 
ging the Hammer, and tempering the Clay 5 yet a 
skilful Man will beat forty Line, or more Some- 
times, out of one Piece of Clay. There are fbme 
who work at the Anvil that do not, as yet, pretend 
to beat out whole Lines, and are emplo/d in ma- 
king Epithets, Proper Names, and poetical Blun- 
ders. But, faid I, to what End is all this Pains ta- 
ken, fihce you have no Commerce with thofe upon 
dry Land. He fmil'd, and told me, that I was mif^ 
tafcen 5 for it was to thofe Men which I faw at work, 
that the People in the Moon were indebted for all 
the Poetry which they had among them. My 
Matter, faid he, has certain invifible Meffengers, 
which he calls the Mufes i thofe he fends to vend tl^e 
Wares as fafl as he gets them ready for Sale, Thet 
Mufes carry his Goods up to the Moon, and fell 
them there to the higheft Bidder ^ but he rates his 
tolerable Produdions fb dear, that it generally 
cofls a Man all that he is worth to purchafe one or 
more of them, according to their Value, and the 
Buyer's Abilities^ which is a Reafbn that thofe that 
are accounted the befl: Poets, are generally the poor- 
efl. I ask'd him then, why his Mafler fold any 
Poeins that were bad ? or why he did not claim all 
the Praife which was given to fbme of -his Works, 
as his own proper Due ? He anfwer'd, that his Maf^ 
ter had Workmen of all forts, and confequently 
fome bad ones, which would have their Wages paid 
them as i>un6lually as the befl 5 and fince he had 
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Hopes that the worft would mend, he fold their 
Works to encourage them, and defray the Charges 
he has been at in maintaining them, and fiipply- 
ing them with Materials to work with. Befides, 
Money being what he chkfly coveted, he little 
minded Applaufe, which ne knew waild nevf* 
maintain a Man, or even mend an old Shoe. 

Here T'ckbrff interrupted us, and told me, that 
I was very merry in my Confinement, and rathe;: 
ought to confider how i might be fet free, thaa 
ask Queiftions about my Keepers. I told him, thitf 
« our Entry into this Place was a little odd, fo I 
believed would: our Efcape be, if everiuchaThing 
happened 5 and that I was perfe^iy reflgn'd to un- 
^ergd any Hiing which fliould be laid upon us, ex- 
cept ftarving 5 for I could not think of dying with 
an empty Stomach, withoirt a Qualm. I know of 
no Method, anfwei^d Tckbrf, of ftttii^ ourfelves at 
Liberty, but bylincerely proniiling to behave well, 
and be obedient to all the Commands <rf our prefent 
Mafter. 1 lik'd the Propofal, and willed to have 
it immediately executed; and in order to it, refclv'd 
to (peak for us all, which, if it fliould turn to ow 
Difadvant^^e, I would be «nly as blameable as 
thofe who had brought me to this Place. 

I then prevaird upon the young Man above men- 
tioned to call his Mafter : As he was coming near 
us, I had Leifure to view him diftinftly 5 and in*- 
deed he was a very uncommon Figure, and very 
ftrangely drefi'd : His Nde was plac'd in his Forest 
Jiead, and his Mouth was below his Chin ^ his Eyes 
and Ears, Legs and Arms, had ^Aang'd their Places, 
and his Gate was between Walking and Flying. He 
wore a Mantle artfully wrought with many Fi- 
gures, of Cupids, Monfters, green Fields, Caves, 
Armour, Gods and Caftles, with ,here and there h 
Battle and a Wedding, When he was come qp to us, 
J began tq fpeak to him, and f^id, AJoft mjghty and 
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fuijfant HsrOf thou Glory of thy Race^ and Wondtr of the 
Ag€j pardon the meaneft of thy Servants that attempts to 
enumerate thy Virtues \ but they are fo confpicuous^ that 
inanimate Things are ready to proclaim them : With which 
of thy good Qualities JbaB I begin 5 Jball I fir ft praife thy 
vionderful Knowledge in Art^ J or rather thy furprizing Hur 
inanity towards us ^ that Humanity to which we owe that 
we are alive ^ and have an Opportunity of being afioniftfd 
at thy glorious Manfions. Our greateft Ambition is toferve 
thee 5 and if we prove defeSiive in any Thing thou comr 
mandefty let our Wlllingnefs to tmdertahe it attpne for it. 
But here thy PerfeEiions daxpde me^ and thy Virtues ought 
rather to be admird in exprejjive Silence^ than unworthily 
enumerated. Never was a Patron better pleas'd with 
a Dedication from one that fcarce knew him: We 
were immediately fet at Liberty, and invited to 
Dinner. You may believe that this was very ac- 
ceptable to us, when I tell you that we very hun- 
gry- 
Our Dinner was of Fifh, fome of which I Jcnew 

the Names of, but other Difhes, that were. like 0- 
//of, I was an entire Stranger to. At Table I firft 
gave a fliort Account of my Cotain^ to the Moon, 
and anfwer'd Ibme Queftions concerning the Earth, 
and then was favoured with the following Account 
from him, that entertain'd us. To relate, faid he, 
all the Paffages of my Life, would be too tedious, 
tho' they are, as far as I can fee, no way inferior 
to what you have delivered concerning yourfelf, 
in being ftrange and furprizing : I fliall only hint 
at Matters of lefs Importance, and give you a fiill 
Account of Principals. 
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CHAP. X. 

Containing a brief Account of SaftufFV Life^ 
with the Manner of his coming there. Of 
his jewing them his Rarities^ ejpecially a 
Colour fubjijiing without a Body^ and the 
^hilojopher^s Stone y with fome Account 
of tt. 

I Was born in Balzil, a City af Porow/j, which is 
a Kingdom in the Northern Parts of the Moon : 
My Father enjoy'd a moderate Fortune, juft fufE- 
cient for the Maintenance of a numerous ^Family ^ 
for he had four Sons, and three Daughters. My el- 
deft Brother being the greateft Blockhead of the Fa- 
mily, was made a Merchant : In him was the old 
Proverb verify'd, that Fools have Fortune 5 for he 
became very rich. My fecond Brother and I were, 
fent to School, and were defign'd for a liberal E- 
ducation. In my tender Years I difcover'd the 
Marks of a comprehenfive Mind 5 and was not a 
little proud of the Praife and Careffcs of my Friends : 
This Humour fb far prevailed with me, that I thought 
myfelf perfedly knowing ia many Things, which 
I was an utter Stranger to. I mightily affefted. 
Solitude, and was found often alone in the Fields, 
when my School-Fellows were affembled ' in Town 
at their Diverfions. It happen d one Day, as I was 
taking my Walk, I was wholly taken up in repre- 
fenting a long Scene of Profperity to my Imagination, 
which I hop'd would bcfal.me. So far was I tranf^ 
ported with thefe Thoughts, that I had wander'd 
infenfibly into a Wood at a good Diftance from my 
Father's ; Night was approaching, and I could not 
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find the right Way •, I then refolved to fpend that 
Night i\\ fbme Tree, and early the next Morning ta 
go home. As I was looking about for a conve- 
nient Place to lodge in that Night, I chanced 
to fpy an old Man with this Mantle, which you 
fee me wear, caft about him : His Eyes were fiuaS; 
in his Head, and his Beard was white, and half an 
Yard long 5 but when he fpoke I was wonderfully 
terrified. He approached me, and asked me by what 
Chance I was brought thither, or whither 1 propofed to 
go. I an{wer'd,that I had loft my Way,andbegg*d of 
him to dired me, fince I believ'd he was no Stfanger 
in thofe Parts. He told me that it would be in vaiin 
for me to attempt to get home thafN^htj. ^ndiince 
I had met with him, I Ihould be wekome to fiich 
Entertainmant as his Dwelling afibrded: I tlmnk'd 
him for hid kind Offer, and went along with Hau 
He led me through many By and Unfirefuemed IV^ys 
to a Cave in which he dwelt •, but juii as I «ittred, 
he difcern'd in me a great Uneafincfi, aiKl bid me 
b^ of good Chear, with an Affurance tH^at no Evil 
fllouM befal me whilft I remain'ji with hira. To 
comfort me, by moving his Wand, a Tabie heap'i 
with Dainties was let before us by invifible Servants; 
Iwasatfirft loath to tafte, till overcome with Hun- 
ger aiid his Intreaties, I proved it good and wbole- 
fome. After Supper I began to tafcc a great Liking 
to foch Entertainment, and defign*d to return home 
no more, if I could live where I was. Here Tckir^ 
interrupted, and laid, he could not believe that any 
Man had Spirits at hisCommand^ for, laid he, if tlir 
Devil be lb very proud as we are told he is, haw is 
it confiftent with his Pride te fubmit himfelf and 
his Retinue to the Caprice of every one that ist 
willing to employ them? It is laid, indeed, that 
thofe to whom he is thus fubjeft for a Ihort Time> 
become his ValTals for ever^ but if he had no Way^* 
rf peopling bis Tewritories, but by being.firjQ:^ Slave 
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himfclf, there might be fome Grotlnds for thi^ Opi- 
nion • yet fince we know that in cverj Company^ 
even the fmallcft, he has, for the nioft part, one (Hp 
more Deputies, by whofe Unwearied Diligence, he 
might exped: in a fbort Time to people the very 
Deferts of his Empire, though he never ftirr'd abroad 
himfelf : It is not reafonable to fuppcrfe that his Prid# 
would brook with (uch a voluntary Subjeftion. 

All this, reply d SaEhffy 1 will readily grant yofi^ 
(for that was our Hoft's Name 5) and will mew 
you, as far as it is lav/ful for me at prefent, how H 
Conjurer performs his Works : A Conjurer, in the 
vulgar Acceptation, is taken for one who has madir 
a League with the Devil • but I affure you that at 
only fignifics a Philolopher, or one that is a curi* 
ous Obferver of Events, and their true Caufes ) 
from which Obfervation he foretels Things that 
muft happen, as if they were Contingencies : By 
this Means, Wars, Eclipfes, Storms, O'c. are fore* 
told. But the working of Miracles, which it falfly 
alcrib'd to them, is no more than the EFe^ dt 
their cunning Delufion : For thofe Men, by thetf 
unwearied Diligence, find out Qualities unknown 
to the Vulgar in the commoneft Bodies : They 
will transform a Body (as they fay) by deceiving 
the Sight, or fiibftituting another in the Room of 
it -, and this is done either by the Help of fotm 
Effluvia which they tranfmit to the Eyes of theit 
Spedators, or by placing the Body to be trand 
formM in different Lights, which every one know§ 
will alter the Colour, if not leemingiy the Form 
of the Body/ I have myfelf, a Powder, which 
will hinder the Rays of Light from being refledt* 
ed from any Body, and Vo make it inviflble 5 aiKf 
likewife a Battle of Spirits, which will hinder a 
Man from feeing Bodies of fiich Colours as I da 
defign to conceal, except their Eyes be anointed 
witii fbmething which I have prepai^d, to fiiftd« 
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the Operation of thofe Spirits, t dare reveal rid 
more at prefent, but Ihall proceed to inform you 
of raine own Adventures as briefly as I can. 

After Supper, I contented to flay with him, on 
Condition tn^f he wotfd inftruft me in his Art ^ 
which he in a fliort Time performed. I liv'd with 
him thirty nine Yeacs, for the niofl: Part pretty 
pleafantly, tho' in the Beginning I did not much 
care for the Converlation of Perlbns I could not 
fee 5 for he kept many Servants, who were firm to 
his Interefl: on Account of the good Wages which 
he gave them, and who were not to be feen by 
any Stranger, for fear of a Difcovery. He flip- 
ply'd them with Money by the Help of the Phi- 
lofbpher's Stone, which he was in Poflelfion of^ 
and generally kept one Perlbn invilible to buy 
him Neceflaries. During the firfl: three Years, I 
was employed in grinding Powders, gathering 
Herbs, and boiling them for Ufe 5 and fometimes 
was allowed to fee the Manner of fome ©f their 
Performances. When I had attained to this fmall 
Knowledge, I began to think myfelf as expert as my 
Maflrer, audrelblv'd to give him a Proof •of my 
Skill, upon the firfl: Opportunity. 

But fee how Fortune favoured my Defign: I 
was order'd one Day to make a certain. Powder 5 
and to this End, I was firfl: to wafli a Piece of 
Wood in a Chymical Liquor, and then hammer it 
it till I had broke the Continuity of the Parts: 
All this I did J and above my Orders, I wet the 
Powder in this Liquor, purely to fee what EffeGt 
it wou'd have, and was a little amaz'd, that the 
Powder' upon being wet became invifible, the Bulk 
of it fl:ill remaining the fame, as I obferved by 
feeling it. I immediately concluded that the Co- 
lour was latent in the Liquor, fince the Wood had 
loft it 5 and thought, that to e^radl the Colour 
from the I^iquor, wou*d be a fiifficient Proof of 
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my Art. Accordingly I took the Liquor, and plac'd 
it in a Glafs Veffel over the Fire : This VeffcJ I 
covered with three Folds of fine Linnen, and over 
it plac'da Retort, to receive the Liquor as it fliou'd 
be carried up in Vapours: After it had remained 
for the Space of three Hours over a gentle Fire, 
I perceived that the Liquor was entirely forc'd in- 
to the Retort •, and then , I took it off to cooL 
When I had feparated the Veffels, I law the Co- 
lour (with no Imall Joy) fticking to the Linnen : 
This I artfully took from it, and laid it by, to be 
prefcrv'd for a Rarity, which I will prefently fliew 
you. 

Perhaps you may wonder how a Body may be 
deprived of all Colour •, or how Colour, which is 
only a Property of Body, can fubfift without aBody 5 
but this is not to be marvell'd at, when you con- 
fider that it is as poflible for a Property . to liib- 
iift without a Body, as for nothing to nave any 
Property. Yet fome have affirmed that nothing 
hath Properties, when they fay that a Shadow is a 
IS^um Nihil, or a Black Nothing. When I had 
efleded this, I brought my Performance to my 
Mafter, who was very much delighted with it. 

From that Time I was no longer kept in Igno- 
ranee of the moft myfterious Part of his Art : I was 
firft fworn to obferve certain Articles, and then in^ 
ftruQed in many Niceties of Art : I was taught 
to gather Lightening, and preferve it for Ufe 5 to 
make wholefbme Bread of Hail-Stones, and Tarts 
of driven Snow ^ to make Clocks of Radifhes, and 
Buff-Belts of Nut-Shells •, with many other Things 
too tedious to recount. In fhort, I was taught to 
aft ImpolEbilities, and find out Things that never 
had a Being. Thus ^ became a ufeful Servant to 
an indulgent Mafter, who repofed more Confidence 
in me, than in any of his Domeflicks • and, in his 
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lifetime, as ivell as at his Deatli, let me feel 

his Bounty. 

A little before his Death, he was very mudi in- 
dilpofed, and thought that he would be in a fair 
"Way of Recovery, if he removed to this Place 
where we now are : Accordingly he took me along 
with him, and we both arrived here fafe by the 
Help of a Diving-BelJ, which he kept for that 
Purpofe. We were no fconcr anrived than his 
Sicknefs increafed, which fliortly made an End of 
l)im. About an Hour before he died, he called 
xne to him, and fpoke to me like a kind Father, 
advifing me, and bequeathing all his Pofleliions to 
me. 

I know, fiid he, that the Hour of my Death 
is at hand ^ and now I bid Farewel to all the 
gilded Vanity which Men Co eagerly purfue. Mark 
well my.' Words, and do not fulpea: a dying Man 
of Falmood : I now am old, and fraught with Ex- 
perience and Obfervation, which may be of ufe 
to you that are young : I have ften Fortune load- 
ed with Gifts and Honours, finilingly courting 
me to enjoy her 5 yet^ juft when I hoped to 
poffeft her, ftie hath frown'd 5 and not only baf- 
fled my Hopes, but deprived me of fbme fmall Fa- 
vours which I before quietly enjoyed. This Treat- 
ment convinced me that Ihe was giddy, and armed 
me agaiiift her Smiles, as well as Frowns: I,op- 
ppfed her with a fuperior Power, and calFd Virtue 
to my Aid, who is couftant to her Votaries : She 
led me far from Noife and Tumult, and brought 
me Contentment in Solitude. There I exercifed 
my Mind, and improved it 5 and made Difcove^ 
ries in Nature ufeful to myfelf and others ^ yet 
Jiere Fortune was kind, and difcovered her Blind- 
nefs, by tempting one that was out of her Power, 
Her Shadows could not draw me from the real 
Subftance ^ neither could Abundance of Gold make 
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me forget that I was a Man. If Riches could free 
a Man from Death, what Treafures cou'd I offer, 
were I unwilling to . die ? But I refign my Breath in 
Quietnefs, and my immortal Part thirfts after new 
Happinels. The Thoughts of certain Death made 
me ftudy to die well • and that my lateft Hours 
fliould not be f^ill of Horror and Remorfe/ all my 
worldly Goods 1 give to you, who will, I hope, 
rightly ufe them. Care and Difquiet attends the 
Abufe of them, whilft Men look upon thofeThingi? 
which ai-e, at beft, but convenient, and often fu- 
perfluous, as neceflary. 

^ More he would have faid, but his Strength fail'd 
him J and, to my inexprelfible Grief, he gave up 
the Ghoft. He now lies buried in one End of this 
Cave in a Tomb, which I took Care to adorn, 
that being the only Way by which I could pro- 
fefi mine Efteem for Co indulgent and fo kind a 
Mafter. 

When SaSluff h2ii made an End of Speal^ing, we 
requefted of him to fhew us Ibmeofhis Rarieties, 
efpecially the Philofbphers Stone, of which I had 
heard (b much before, with but little Certainty. 
He conlented, and firft produced the Colour fub- 
iifting without a Body : It was a pale Red, fulpend- 
ed, I know not how, in a little Box^ it touched no 
Part of the Box, neither could it be felt, or ealily 
removed. 

When we had wondered a while at this, he 
ihew'd us the Philolbpher's Stone. It was a little 
Piece of compounded Earth, Ibmewhat refembling 
a Man : It was improperly call'd a Stone, and 
had that Name on Account of its Infenfibility. Its 
Arms were extended, and its Paws were ready 
to gra(p at any Thing : Its Countenance was pale 
and meagre, and looked like one almoft fpent with 
over-watching, and prey'd upon by Cares. It 
ftood upon an Heap of Gold, attended by feveral

Phantoms : Avarice, Fear, and Difcontent, were its 
infepgrable Attendants, which laboured to increafe, 
as well as preferve the baneful Store, The Phan- 
tom of Avarice was conftantly commending the 
Poffeflions of others, and propofing Means to bring 
them to this ufelefs Lump j while that of Fear would 
raife imaginary Doubts, and rack her Invention 
for Difficulties. Thofe two were] at continual Dil^ 
cord J for Avarice would bring in Security to its Aid ; 
but Fear oppofed it, by letting forth, that it was 
unguarded and dangerous. All this while Difcon-' 
tent fat brooding over their Jars, and by the Af^ 
liftance of Defpair found out Means to foment them. 
Pleafure once came, and offered them his Service ; 
but they unanimoufly rejedted it, urged on by 
Fear, who fhewed them all the Extravagancies 
which Pleafure was liable to. Notwithftanding 
thofe Domeftick Broils, they all concurred in in- 
creafing the Store 5 and to this End they em- 
ploy 'd two other Phantoms, the Deiire and Necet 
lity of others. Thofe brought Mete rials conver^^ 
tible into Gold, whilft the others caufing them to 
undergo many Changes, at length made them&^r-

Containing an Account of the Author^ s hant'- 
mering out a Toem. The Toem. SaftuffV 
Form and Mantle. The Author and TckbrfF'j 
Efiape thence y with their Arrival at a 
Jirange Country. An amazing Sight : The 
Reafon ofit\ with the Manner oftfjeir lear^ 
ning their Language. Their Appearing be-- 
fore the King ; and their being made Correc^ 
tors-General to the Book of Fame. 

IN the next Place SaBuf led us to fee his Men 
at Work, (whole Manner of working I have al- 
ready defcrib'd,) and complied with a Requeft o^ 
mine, in fuffering me to hammer out a Poem, In 
order to this I wrote the Letters of the EngUjh Al- 
phabet upon Pieces of Paper, as above, and then 
proceeded to down rightHammering : After Ibme little 
Labour I colleftcd the foUowingPoem, which I here 
fet down with the Alteration of but two Words 
fince it left the Moon. When I had made the 
Poem I hammered for a Title, and could find no 
other than that which is perfixed to it. The ma- 
king of the Poem had like to prove the Caufe 
of my Confinement, fince it made SaBuff conceive 
too well of my Ability, to become ferviceable to 
him.

T'he fwearing Dewlap of the fnowy Herd, 
. And Pigsfweetjinging with a downy Beard : 
But now behold whats done beneath the Main, 
T'he fiarry Tritons, and the gilded Bean i 
While thundtring Pifmires clog the fable Brain, 
And wonctring Echoes tumble oer the Plain. 
In lolling Numbers Ijhall neer begin 
To tell the Prowefs of a lighted Gin. 
Thus Keckerman and Crakanthorp forget to die^ 
And Peter Fiskifbn jhall ceafe to fly \ 
Well echo Murmurs with a Hunting Hom\ 
Andflartle all the Children yet unborn : 
Of Shoeing'Horns flljtng the Praife, 
And on their AJhes Pyramids will raife : 
Nor fquabbling Papife, or the frigBed Moor, 
Shall ^er make Derby pifs behind the Door. 
T'he Deeds 0/ Atlas, or fome pretty Swain, 
Are now, alas ! alas ! they re all in vain ! 
In Hemlock Rays, I'Ufwaggerto the Sky ^ 
And make the Whirlwinds in fweet Numbers fly : 
While groveling Criticks wallow in the Mire, 
tU foar alojt to tune my warbling Lyre. 

When I had finifh'd thisPoem, I fliew'd and ex- 
plain'd it to SaBuff ^ who immediately offered me. a 
confiderable Penfion to aflift him in his Work: I 
did not politively refufe him, but begged a little 
Time to confider of it. We remained m this Cave 
fixteen Days -, during which Time we had good En- 
tertainment as the Place afforded •, and we were 
conftantly confidering how we ftiould efcape. Af* 
ter SaBuff had t©ld us that he was pleas'd with our 
Company, one Time, when we were all cheerfully 
converjfing, I took Occafion to ask him fbme Que? 
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tions about his ftrange Form* ' He told me, that at 
his Birth he was unlike other Children ^ but could 
never alUgn any Caufe for it, other than fbme ftrange 
Conceits, and Mifmanagement of his Mother, while 
he was in her Womb. I do not, faid he, repine 
at mine uncommon Form, well knowing that my 
Body fliould be the leaft of my Concern, llnce my 
Deformity cannot hinder the Operations of my 
Mind. Whenfoever, indeed, I appear abroad, I 
cover myfelf clofe with this Mantle, which was 
very wonderfully made ; It was made by my Mat- 
ter of a Salt Wave, artfully dried in Smoke : He 
firft infus'd a coagulating Liquor into it, and thea 
{pread it upon a Frame till it became dry, and 
afterwards he painted it. 

It was now almoft Time to betake ourfelves to 
Reft, when Icaird TckbrffzRde, and proposed to him 
a Method of efcaping. I had before enquired of Ibme 
of the Servants where the Chimney open'd itfelf ; 
and was told, that about a League thence it ppen'd 
into a Cave, but was impaflable, on account of the 
Smoke and craggy Rock that furrounded it : Yet I 
believ'd that if we afcended when the Fire was 
out, we might, with Ibme Difficulty, efcape.

When we had taken our Leave of him, he re- 
tired to his Bed, and left us waiting till we fhould 
think they were all afleep, at which Time, when it 
jcame, we refblutely afcended. We had not got 
far when we were minded to go down again ^ and 
certainly would, had we not pergeiyed our Paflage 
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to grow lefs fteep. Never did Knight in enchanted 
Cattle Mer more than we did in paffing through 
this gloomy Labyrinth^ our Cloaths and Skina 
were much torn, and our Mouths filled with Soot. 
"When \\re had dimb'd about a Mile, our Paffage 
became more eafy, which encouraged us to pro^ 
ceed, till after much Toil and Vexation we fiw 
the Light, and could walk upright ^ we were then 
within fifty Yards oF the Mouth of th* Cave, which 
was very large, and opened into a plealant Field. 

We were no fboner come out, than we returned 
God Thanks for our Delivery, and walh'd our* 
fclves in a River that was near 5 then we laid 
down to refrefh ourfelves in the Field, before 
we went any further, and confiilted upon Mea- 
liires to be taken in this ftrange Place. We had 
fcarce fat down, when a vaft Quantity of Smoke 
iffued out of the Cave : We foppos'd that S^t^ 
bad caus'd a larger Fire than ufual to be made, irt 
order to ftifle us in our Flight : But if that was his 
Defign, it was fruftrated. After we had refted a 
while, we rofe, and made towards a Tdwn that was 
not very far thence. 

In our Way thither, we met with an amazing 
Sight, a Field full of little Children, with their 
Heads juft above Ground : I was raov'd with Hor- 
ror, when I faw them to be too young to deferve lb 
fevere a Punifhment, as I thought that waS. How- 
ever, we went on till we came to ai? Houfe lituate 
at one End of the Town : We went in, the Door 
being open 5 but could fee no Body ^ befides, we 
could fee no Locks on any Door, but every Thing 
exposed : We fear'd to meddle with any Thing, left, 
being caught in the Fad, we Ihould be impaFd a- 
live 5 for we had fcMrm'd ftrange Notions of this 
People's Cruelty. We left this Houlc, and went to 
another ^ where we found the Inhabitants within, 
whojeceiv'd us with pleafimt Looks, and caus'd us 
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to fit down ^ but what they laid we were not ald^ 
to underftand -, yet we fulpeiSted Treachery to be 
couched under this Qvility. That Night we were 
well entertained ; and the next Mornirg fe veral Fo^ 
reigners were brought before us, to find out one 
that could underftand m : Such a one at length we 
found, who interpreted to the Hearers what we faid^ 
as well as gave us to underftand that the People 
were kindly afFedted towards us. Our chief Con** 
cern was next to learn their Language, that we 
might be able to converie with them, and find mt 
their Manner of Living* 

It was our good Fortune to have fbme of the Mo- 
ney of Quam about us, with which we hir'd a Per-* 
Ion to infrru(St us in the Language. . His Method^ 
tho* uncommon, pro vUfuccefsful^ for infeventeen 
Days Time we became perfeft Matters of their Larh 
guage : He caused us to wear every Night Paper 
Caps upon our Heads, clofely Ihaved, and on the^ 
inner Side of thofe Caps was wrote part of their 
Language. He then gave us a Potion to make us fleep 
Ibundly, and Iweat ^ by which Means, when we 
awoke the next Day, we underftood every Thing 
that was wrote on our Night^Caps. 

For when the Pores of our Heads were open in 
fweating, the Spirit of the Words was attraffccd 
by the Brain, in which it was embrac'd by the Soul, 
which every Body allows to have a Thirft after 
Knowledge. That Words have a Spirit, is plain from 
the wonoerful EfFefts which they produce, which 
the dead Letter would never be able to perform. 
Thus by fleeping with the Language about oui? 
Heads, we fbon underftood it. 

When we were capable of converfing, we found 
that we were not to be maintained always at other$ 
Expence 5 but if we defign'd to live among them, 
we muft prove ufeful to the Publick. To this End 
wc conliilted, growing lulpicious that their Favours 

would 
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would fliortlyceafe, when we had told them of all 
our Adventures that were plealing to them -, . for 
the People were of an itching^ Temper, fond of 
Novelty, and quickly clo/d with their choiceft De- 
lights. They liv'd under a wife King, that pre- 
ferr'd their Safety before his own 5 and mjirmur'd at 
all his Proceedings, whentbey were not fully fatif* 
fied of every Thing that induc'd him to take any 
Meafures for their Welfare 5 tho' they knew him 
obliged by all Ties, divine and human, as wil- 
ling alfb, to provide for their Happinefs and Secu- 
rity. 

Now that we were able to converfe with them, 
I enquired into the Meaning of that Sight of young 
Children, which we had feen as we came to this 
Place 5 and was told, that many eminent Politicians, 
from nice Experiments and Oofervations made up- 
on the Body Politick, had infallibly predifted a 
great Diftemper in it, which wou'd require a more 
than ordinary EfFufion of Blood, in order to cure 
it : To this End, Orders were given for fowing 
two thoufand Acres with Men, which ftiou'd be 
ready to bleed when Occafion required. Befides, 
this way of producing them was much more fpee- 
dy, than that of being born of a Woman. They 
had a certain Plant growing among them, of whofe 
Berries, laid in Hot-Beds, Children were thus formed. 

But as I laid before, beginning to be tired of 
our Dependance upon thofe whom we thought un- 
willing longer to maintain us, we went diredly to 
the Kmg, and ofFer'd him our Service as Soldiers, 
and Perfbns whom Experience had confirmed in 
many Things ufeful to a Commonwealth : We were 
well receivd, and upon Examination anfwering 
Ibme Queftions, were fettled into feme Places 
which we could manage, with a Promife of Prer 
ferment if we rightly behav'd. 

The 
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The Place afllgn'dme, was to be Corrector-Ge- 
neral of the Book of Fame, which was delivered to 
me. In it I fet down every Report that was fpread 5 
and by comparing the different Accounts that were 
given, I form'd foilie ftated Opinion, which every 
one was obliged toaffent to, under the Penalty of 
having fome very fcandalous Report divulg'd and 
confirmed upon them. 

The Delign of this Office was to prevent the 
LofsofTimein ufelels Speculations on their Neigh* 
bours Aftions, as well as to reftrain a licentious 
way of fpeaking of others, which had been the 
Caufe of many Difturbances. Now whenfbever I 
declared on any Story, if it was but fbrae trivial 
Matter, I omitted fuch Circumftances as might not 
be favourably underftood by all that heard them 5 
by which means, in a little Time, the People 
made Allowances for the Infirmities they were fiib- 
jedl to, and began to cherifh a bxotherly Love a- 
mong them. 

I publifh'd among them, a Multiplication Ta- 
ble, by which they might be capable of difcerning 
the Growth of any Story, and difcover in what 
Ibrt of Minds it acquired anj^ Thing. I laid down 
alfo fbmeRules for diftinguiftiing the llmple Reports 
from the compound J as alio for being acquainted 
with the arithmetical Progreffion of a Tale, and 
difcovering its Age by its Size and Complexion. 
As oft as any noted Piece of Villany was laid be- 
fore me, I publilh'd it with all the / aggravating 
Circumftances that Ihou'd deter others from the like 
Praftice •, yet this, however ufeful, had like to have 
been my Ruin, as (hall be told in its proper Place. 

Tckhrfw2is my Affiftant in my Office, and fliar'd 
with me both in the Trouble and Penlion. We 
liv'd in this Manner for the Space of two Years ^ 
a'^id when we were at Leifure, we fpent our Time in 
obferving the Behaviour of the People.

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CHAP. XII. 

Containing an Account of the Teople. The Au-^ 
thor*5 and TckbrfF'j Bani^ment. The Au^ 
thor alone prepares to return to the Earth i 
The Manner of his coming. His Arrival at 
the Land of Carrots : Their Kindnefs to 
htm. He dejlroys fome of thieir Enemies. 
In return^ they lend their AJ/iJlance tofet 
him on the Coaji of Guinea ; whence he faiPd 
to London. 

TH E Generality of them were kind and aC» 
fedtionate to each other, which produced in 
them an Opennels of living, whereby tney held all 
Things almoft in common. When they went a- 
broad, they left their Houles open, and knew not 
tvh^t a Lock was. It was ufual with them to aP 
iift each other in their private Concerns, without 
the Expeftation of any Reward, other than ths 
like Kindnefs, if requifite.

"by the fame Arms Pyrates declare their Enmity to 
Mankind. 

Here, again, I believed that I was fettled for 
Life 5 but I foon found my Miftake, and happi-* 
ly found out Means to return tp the Earth. The 
Oocallon of my leaving them was this : There was 
brought before us one Day an Account of a cer? 
tain Nobleman, who, by a bafe and underhancl 
Dealing, had drawn off many of the King's Sub^ 
jefts from their Allegiance : This was confirmed to 
us by fbme whom he had corrupted. I immedi-^ 
ately enter'd it, and publifhed his Crime, with 
feme Confiderations upon RebtUion, which ren- 
der'd them odious to the People. As foon as this 
was publick, he found out thofe who had turned a-^ 
gainli him, and, by Promiles of Security and Bribes, 
caused them publickly to recant, ana, further, tq 
declare that we, out of Malice to the Nobleman, 
had hired them to accufe him.

Tckbrff propofed to return to Qucfns \ but I faid 
we had not Money lufEcient to bear our Charges 
thither, fince we would be obliged, on Account 
of fbme vaft Mountains, to go round-about a greats 
Part of the Moon, to arrive ^t it. AVhat (foid hje) 
will you then remain here to be put to Death ? 
I anfwer'd, that I had form'd a Delign of attempt* 
ing a Return to the Earth, and would be ejocje.ed ? 
ding happy if he would bear me Company tlaitter ; 
He replied, that it feem'd to him impradticable ; 
3efides, if it fhould fucceed, he 'would not delire 
to live among fuch InhabitantSi of it, as I had de^' 
fcribed to him 5 yet, fince we muft part, faid hi^, \ 
will aflift you, if \ can, while I ftay here : But 
furely you don t intend to truft to a Whirl-Wind 
$1 fecond Time ? I confe(s'd tlaat I did not Jijko 
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(iich Travelling, but intended to go thither after 
the following Manner. . 

We already know, faid I, the Height of the 
Moon's Atmofphcre, and know how Gun-Powder will 
raife a Ball of any Weight to zny Height : Now 
I defign to place myfelf in the Middle of ten 
wooden Veffels, placed one within another, with the 
Outermoft ftrongly hooped with Iron, to prevent 
its breaking. This I will place over 7000 Bar- 
rels of Powder, which I knovr will raife me to the 
Top of the Atmofphere. I fhould here obferve, that 
there were fe veral Mountains out of which they 
dug Gun-Powder, which was made lit for ufe, as 
Salt is on the Earth, by expofing it to the in- 
tenfe Heat of the Sun in fbme Parts that are ve-» 
ry near the Equator.

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Want of frefli Air by fbmc Bottles of animal Spiritsj 
and will prevent theVeflels from touching each other, 
by placing Piec-es of Lead between the Sides and 
Bottoms, which upon the Approach of the Fire, will 
melt and fall off before they can do any Harm. I 
believe that my Motion will be pretty fwift ^ but I 
am uled to travel Poft, and by this Time ran bear 
to be hurried. I provide my felf with Wings, to 
prevent my too rapid Fall to the Earth ^ for I be- 
lieve, were I not thus provided, I Ihould not eicape 
ib well as I did in my Fall to the MxDon. 

Tckhff Giid^ that the Defign, though rendered a 
little feafible, might not lucceed, and many unfore- 
leen Accidents might caufe it to mifcarry, Asto that, 
laid I, I muft rely upon Providence, which I hope 
will fend me with News to ray Countrymen, whofe 
Ingenuity may, in Time, find out a more eafy Me- 
thod of maintaining a Correfpondence with other 
Planetary Inhabitants. \ 

Immediately I fet about preparing for my Depar- 
ture, and in about a Week's Time had all Things 
ready for it. The Morning before I was blown up, 
I took my Leave of Tckbrff^ and my other Friends, 
with the utmoft Regret. He prefented me with a 
Tobacco-Stopper ^ and in return, I gave him an Iriflp 
Bottle-Skrew. He would not be a Speftator of my 
leaving 'em, for he could not believe that I would 
furvive it. 

In fhort there was an Hole dug in the Earth for 
the Powder, and a Train laid of about a Mile long. 
When I enter'd my Tubs, as fbon as I faw the Fire 
approaching me, I covered my felf, and in a Ihort 
Time was carried with great Rapidity far out of 
Sight 5 and with the Lofs of mine outer Tub, lar- 
riv'd fafe between the Atmofpheres of the Earth and 
Moon 5 where I fat a while to refrefti myfelf, and 
tie on my Wings for the Remainder of my Jour- 
pey.

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While I was fitting here, there came a Flock of 
Woodcocks from the Moon, ^nd alighted on my Tubs^ 
where after having refted a while, they made tor 
wards the Earth. It was of great Ffe to me to ob- 
ftrve their Flight ^ for they being acquainted with 
the beft Roads, were a Guide to me: They did not 
fly diredlly down, but going before the Wind, de- 
tonded obliquely, to prevent, as J fuppofe, their 
being hurried down. I placed my Feetagainfl: my 
Tubs, and made after them. I could not Ifcep up 
with them, fo that in a little Time I loft S^ght of 
|hem. 

I flew very pleafantly, till I chancied to come ta 
the Southern Parts of Africkj where I had like to be 
inock^d down with the Top of an high Mountain, 
9$ the Earth was revolving 5 but I timely perceived 
it, and got over the Etbiopkk Ociean. In that I durft 
Bot alight, but flying more to the Somh^ I alighted 
on a pleafant Country^ fituate in Terra Auftralis iit" 
cegntta, where in a delightful Grove 1 fell Jjifleep, 
l^eing much tired with my flying, and alraoft rp^fted 
vith the Sun. I know not how long I fliept, but I 
was awaken'd by a Number of Parrots th^t w^f^ (it- 
ting in Trees about me. When I began to fl:ir, they 
TOade a great Noife, and feem'd to be afraid of 
jgfie, I believe, on Account of my Wings and Size, 
J then took but little Notice of tihemi, birt went to 
the Top of a Mountain, in order to look out for fbmQ 
Town, to which I might refprt 5 but feeing npne, I 
pould not tell what would become of me. The Par" 
rots ftill followed me^ and by Degrees became left 
f fraid of me ; for I ftddenly laid hold on one of 
them 5 'upon which the reft made a prodigious Noife j 
hni when they perceived that I ufed it very gently^ 
and let it go again, they came about me in great 
JJumbers. 

As a Ret^rn for my dvil Treatment, t^ey called 
to me by the Name Crammrick, and went before to 9 
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Cave whete the^ repofited their U^mers Store; 
which confifted m Abundance of different Sorts of 
iine Fruits, which were laid upon broad Axy Leaves 
Ipread over a Mofs. One of them prefented me 
with a Bunch of Raifins, And another with fome 
other choice Fruits, till I had eaten plentifully: This 
was my daily Entertainment for many Days, till I 
one Day found by chance a kind of Grain, not un- 
like Peafe, which I .dried, and pounding it between 
two Stones, I mixed it with Water, then I moulded 
it into a thin Cake, and bak'd it in the Sun. This I 
ufed for Bread, neither was it unpleafant, and cat 
it with the Fkfh of fbme fmall Animals common 
among them, after I had dried it by the Sun. Af- 
ter fevery Meal I made, I had a Collation of fine 
Fruit brought me, and might have lived entirely 
upon it, had I not feared that it would not agree 
well with my Conftitution, and perhaps breed a Fa-^ 
mine among thofe that were {b kind to me. 

By Degrees I came to kno^ the Names of feveral 
Things in their Language, and could falute thofe 
that I met, and in a little Time was able to con-* 
verfe with them. The only Fault that I could find 
with them, was, that they were too talkative, like 
Women, conftantly asking impertinent Queftions.. 
They lived under a Monarchial Government, and 
obferved a lineal SuGc6flion. They had certain Fef^ 
tivals in Honour of their King, wnidh they celebra* 
ted hy regular Flights in the Air, and Sqngs in the 
Praife of their Monarchy but thofe Feftivals were 
attended generally with a great Slaughter of them, 
occafion'd by fbme Birds of Prey that ufed to watch 
this Opportunity to deftroy them, and plunder their 
Fruits. They complained to me of this Calamity, 
^nd asked if I could provide a Remedy agaiilft it. 
I asked in what Manner they attack'd them 5 and 
was told, that they purfuedthem whitherfoever they 
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fled, till they were tired of deftrpyiug them 5 and 
then they went to their Store to plunder it. 

I promised my AlTiftance^^ and accordingly, when 
the Feftival was come, I covered my Face and 
Head with a Cap made of ftrong Bark, only I 
left Holes in it for my Mouth and Eyes, and pla- 
ced myfclf with a Club in my Hand by the Store. 
The Birds of Prey arriv'd, and after a great Fight 
went to vilit the Store: They did not come all 
at once, but in fmall Companies 5 moft of which 
I deftroy*d, though they made what Refiftance 
they could, and the reft fled away. I numbered 
near an Hundred that I had kill'd, to the great 
Joy of the Parrots^ who f]^)ent the Remainder of the 
Day inpraifing me for theVidlory, and proffering me 
their Service in any thing they were able to per- 
form. I thank'd them, and promised to make ufe 
of their Afliftance in going to mine own Country ^ 
which they, withfbme Relundtance to part with me, 
at length confented to. 

I firft with Iharp Flints, and a Knife which I had 
in my Pocket, cut down as many fmall Trees, as I, 
with much Labour and Difficulty, made a pretty 
large Boat of, not unlike thofe made ule of in the 
North of Ireland^ fave that it was not covered with 
Skins, inftead of which I made u{e of Gum, of 
which there was great Plenty, with which I daub'd 
it all over, fb that it would keep out the Water, 
and bear me without Danger. When this was fi- 
nifh'd, I twifted as many Twigs together as ferv'd 
me inftead of feveral Ropes : Thefe I faftened to- 
the Stem of my Boat, and begg'd of the King, that 
he would lend me as many of his Subjefts as would 
be able to draw my Boat to the neareft Country 
that was inhabited by Men, 

At length he comply'd, and allow'd u§ a fuffi- 
cient Quantity of Provifion for our Voyage. We 
put off early m the Morning, after Abundance of 
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Ceremonj at our parting. The Birds which came 
along with me, took hold of the Twigs faftened 
at the Stem of the Boat ^ and being many in Num- 
ber, in fixty Days Time we got fafeinto the Trade- 
fiends, which in feventeen Days more drove us on 
the Coaft of Guinea. The Birds would not come 
afliore with me, but left me pretty near it, fb that 
I did (wim out, while they carried my Cloaths and 
Vings, and dropped them down to me, but would 
not alight: They went back again to the Boat, 
where, after a moderate Repaft, they tvent away. 

There was (b great a Number of them, that they 
relieved each other very often, and lail'd with lit- 
tle Trouble. 

When I was arriv'd at Guinea, I fought for Eng- 
lijh. Merchants, and found a very civil Gentleman, 
one Mr. Jacob Broome, who hir'd me for a Sailor 
towards England: But I rather liv'd like a PaP- 
fenger than a common Sailor ^ for Mr. Broome was 
fb taken with my Adventures, that he exempted 
me from the Office of a common Sailor, and made 
me his Companion, while I gave him an Account 
of my Travels. 

Our Voyage was very eafy •, for we met with but 
one fmall Storm, and were chas'd for a Day by an 
Algerine. In our Road home I faw the Peak of Te- 
neriffe, which brought many Things into my Mind, 
which griev'd me in the fufFering, but pleas'd me 
in the remembering of them. Thence we fail'd 
to London, and on the 12th o£ September, 1720. land- 
ed there. My Matter furnifh'd me with what Mo- 
ney bore niy Charges to Dublin, uponpromifi ig that 
I would publifh mine Adventures. I arriv d at 
Dublin the 27th of the fame Month, where I was 
inform'd that my Friends were remov'd te the 
North of Ireland : Thither I followed them, being 
fufficiently tir'd with Rambling •, and there I re- 
fblve to Ipend the Remainder of my Days in, 
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Qaict, if Fortune has not fbme unforefcen Trouble 
in Store for me. 

Thus in the Space of two Years, three Monthd, 
twenty one Day«, I view'd a great Part both of the 
Earth and Mcxm: There are tew, I believe, would 
run the Rifque that I did, though they may be de- 
firous of feeing what I faw •, for a WhirUmnd is not 
the eafieft Vehicle -, and being blow'd up, it but lit* 
tie better. If I have (aid any Thing to difpleafe 
ihe Ladies, let them go on to drink Tea, and kill 
themfelves oUt of Spight : If the Beaux are angry, 
I care not •, and the Criticks may go hang them- 
felves, e're they Ihall vex me : Belides, let them 
all confider, that what is here fpoken is of the Inha- 
bitants of the Moon. Well-meaning Perfbns I ef- 
teem, and to their CenCire I wholly lubmit, who, 
lam perfiiaded, will not expeftthe greatefl: Exad- 
neG, and much Rhetorick, from a Sailor, ftudious 
to deliver the Truth.
